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REVIEW OF OCTOBER—COMMERCIAL AND 
FINANCIAL EVENTS 

With the approach of the national election, the presiden- 
tial campaign continued to attract public attention during 
the past month. As during the preceding month, govern- 
mental activities were of a more or less routine character. 
Both President Roosevelt and Governor Landon, Republi- 
can presidential candidate, continued their speech-making 
in various parts of the country, but on a more intensive 
scale. Business men of America were told by President 
Roosevelt that his Administration had saved them from 
ruin and monopolies rather than hurt them, and continued 
to defend the policies of the New Deal. He likewise de- 
fended his tax program, declaring “ability to pay” is his 
guide in tax levies. Governor Landon, on the other hand, 
continued to criticize the policies of the New Deal, and 
made promises of his endeavor to effect the settlement of 
the problems confronting the Nation. With the unprece- 
dented vote recorded by President Roosevelt on Election 
Day, Nov. 3 (just before the issuance of this number of 
the “Bank and Quotation Record’), and his continuance in 
office, it is hoped that the people during the next four 
years will witness a sane and sound administration of 
their national affairs—an Administration conducted in the 
American way, within the precepts of the Constitution thus 
fostering confidence. 

The first session of the United States Supreme Court’s 
1936-37 term opened on Oct. 5. During the court’s eight- 
months’ term many pieces of New Deal legislation will be 
considered, including the Wagner Labor Relations Act and 
the Public Utility Holding Company Act. Upwards of 500 
cases of various kinds have already been filed for review. 
Among the other important pieces of legislation whose con- 
stitutionality will be decided are the amended Frazier- 
Lemke Farm Mortgage Moratorium Act and the Railroad 
Labor Act. On Oct. 12 the court, while declining to grant 
a rehearing of its decision invalidating the New York 
State Minimum Wage Law, consented to review the Wash- 
ington State Minimum Wage law, which is similar to that 
of the New York law. The court’s ruling of Oct. 12, and 
others during the month, are referred to below. 

On Oct. 138 a modernized form of international gold 
standard was embarked upon under the tri-partite stabiliza- 
tion agreement when the United States entered into a 
reciprocal arrangement with Great Britain and France for 
the purchase and sale of gold through stabilization funds 
of the respective countries in a move to reduce the fluctua- 
tions of the international currencies—the dollar, the pound 
and the franc, In his announcement of this new develop- 
ment, Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau stated that 
the accord represented a “new type of gold standard,” and 
added that the three nations were operating on a 24-hour 
basis. No sudden changes will be made in the plan, how- 
ever, he said, without careful consultation with the other 
countries. The new arrangement abolishes transfers of 





gold by private persons or banks under Treasury licenses. 

All gold transferred from country to country will go through 

the central bank—the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, 

the Bank of England and the Bank of France. 

Possibility of Further Dollar Devaluation Powers Being Asked by 
President Roosevelt 

The possibility of President Roosevelt, if reelected, asking 
Congress for reenewal of his emergency powers to devalue 
the dollar was indicated by remarks at the President’s press 
conference on Oct. 6. Reports said that the President is 
apparently not contemplating further devaluation under ex- 
isting conditions, however. His present authority for de- 
valuation will expire on Jan. 30, 1937. When Mr. Roosevelt 
was asked at his press conference whether he would seek 
continuance of authority to devalue the dollar, he said 
that the question was premature. He also described as 
hypothetical another question as to whether the United 
States could continue to utilize the stabilizaion fund under 
the devaluation authorization until Great Britain returned 
to the gold standard. 

President R velt at 50th Anniversary Ceremonies at Statue of 
Liberty Says Message of Liberty Which It Symbolizes Should 
Be Broadened to Include One of Peace 

During a busy day on Oct. 28, in which he spoke in 
Bayonne, N. J., Staten Island, New York and Brooklyn, 
President Roosevelt participated in ceremonies incident to 
the celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of the unveiling 
of the Statue of Liberty on Bedloe’s Island in New York 
Harbor. In a speech delivered at the base of the statue, 
the President referred to the acceptance of the statue 50 
years ago by President Cleveland, and to the latter’s sug- 
gestion that “liberty enlightening the world would extend 
her rays from these shores to every other nation.” “Today,” 
said the President, “the symbolism should be broadened, 
To the message of liberty which America sends to all the 
world must be added her message of peace.” 

From Paris the radio carried a message from President 
Albert Lebrun of France to the gathering of 3,500 massed 
at the statue, and, said the New York “Times,” the French 
Ambassador, Andre de Laboulaye, and the French Under- 
Secretary of State, Francois de Tessan, special representa- 
tive at the ceremonies of the French Government, partici- 
pated with Secretary of the Interior Ickes, Mayor La 
Guardia and others in warning that liberty today is upon 
the defensive and that the democracies of the world must 
cooperate in its defense. 





Power Received in Los Angeles from Boulder Dam as First of 15 Giant 
Generators Is Placed in Motion 


Originating from Boulder Dam, power was received in Los 
Angeles, some 265 miles away, on Oct. 9 as a 115,000-horse- 
power dynamo was set in motion at the dam. Fourteen 
other generators, equally as large and powerful, will start 
turning at a later date. Boulder Dam, which is located 
near Boulder City, Nev., on the Colorado River, was 
officially placed in operation on Sept. 11 by President 
Roosevelt. 


United States Supreme Court Declines to Review New York State 
Minimum Wage Decision—Will Hear Appeal on Similar Act of 
State of Washington—Other Rulings Affecting Labor 


The United States Supreme Court on Oct. 12 refused to 
grant a rehearing of the decision by which it invalidated 
the New York State Minimum Wage law last June, but the 
tribunal did consent to review the Washington State Mini- 
mum Wage law, which is similar to the New York statute. 
In the Washington case, the West Coast Hotel Co., operat- 
ing the Cascadian at Wenatchee, Wash., is challenging the 
decision of a State court, which held the law constitu- 
tional. The case arose when a maid, employed at $14.50 
weekly, contended that this was less than the minimum 
wage stipulated by the State Industrial Board. Reconsid- 
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eration of the decision on June 1 of the Supreme Court, 

holding the New York State Minimum Wage law unconsti- 

tutional, was asked on Oct. 3 by the State of Massachu- 
setts. The Stafe of Illinois joined with New York State 
on Aug. 28 in seeking a rehearing of the decision. 

The Supreme Court’s action in cases on which decisions 
were issued Oct. 12 was described as follows in a Wash- 
ington dispatch of that date to the New York “Herald 
Tribune”: 

The court’s rulings affecting labor, in addition to the orders in the New 
York and Washington cases, included: 

Dismissal of the appeal of the Bradley Lumber Co. of Arkansas in its 
suit to enjoin the National Labor Relations Board from proceedings which 
attempt to enforce reemployment of discharged employees. The Fifth 
Circuit Court of Appeals, from which the case was carried, dismissed the 
suit and the government opposed consideration of the case on the grounds 
that the issue of the constitutionality of the Labor Relations Act was not 
substantially involved. Four other cases involving more sharp definition 
of the constitutional issues are pending in the court and all sides look for 
decision in one or more of them. 

The granting of an appeal of the Virginian Railway in its suit to test the 
constitutionality of the collective bargaining features of the Railway Labor 
Act as amended in 1934, the railroad having been ordered by the National 
Mediation Board to recognize the union, voted by the majority of the 
employees as the exclusive bargaining agency of the workers. The lower 
courts upheld the Act. 

Decision to review the legality of a Federal law regulating interstate 
shipments of prison-made goods brought by a Kentucky company against 
the Illinois Central RR. 

The court’s refusal to grant a rehearing in the New York minimum wage 
ease, in which both Illinois and Massachusetts intervened, lost some of its 
significance when review was ordered of the Washington decision on the 
similar law in that State, approved by the State Supreme Court. 

The Washington statute, providing a minimum wage for women and 
minors, is predicated on the State’s police powers over public morals and 
health and an industrial commission is established to fix standards and 
administer’ the Act. In the course of the affirmative decision, the Wash- 
ington Supreme Court outlined the subject, which is submitted to the 
United States Supreme Court as follows: 

“It is true that the employer and employee are deprived to a certain 
extent of their liberty to contract by the minimum wage law. However, 
if the deprivation is with due process, if it corrects a known and stated 
evil, if it promotes the public welfare—that is, if it is a reasonable exer- 
cise of police powers—it is constitutional and is a proper exercise of legis- 
lative power.” 

United States Supreme Court Denies Plea of Vermont for Ruling on 
Validity of Social Security Act Along with Consideration of 
New York Unemployment Act 

A request by the State of Vermont that the United States 
Supreme Court pass upon the validity of the Federal Social 
Security Act when considering the New York Unemploy- 
ment law, was denied by the Supreme Court on Oct. 19. 
Permission to file a brief was asked by Edward F. McClen- 
nen, attorney representing Vermont. According to Associ- 
ated Press accounts from Washington, on Oct. 20, Attorney 
General Bennett of New York urged that consideration of 
New York’s law “be free from discussion or possible argu- 
ment of the variations found in other State statutes or of 
their association with or their dependency upon the Federal 
Social Security Act.” 

In an oral statement to the Supreme Court, on Oct. 19, 
Mr. McClennen contended that the validity of the Federal 
law was involved in the New York case, to be argued soon. 
Chief Justice Hughes replied that attorneys in the New 
York litigation said the Federal law was not affected. Mr. 
McClennen, said the Associated Press, also contended in a 
brief filed with the court that the Social Security Act is 
beyond the powers of Congress, and that “the Acts of the 
States passed within the scheme thereof are beyond the 
powers of the respective Legislatures” under both the Fed- 
eral and State Constitutions. 

Federal Court in Alabama Grants Injunction Against Collection of 
Payroll Tax to Finance State Unemployment Insurance 

Federal Judge C. B. Kennamer of Montgomery, Ala., on 
Oct 2 issued an injunction against the operation of a State 
unemployment insurance law. The case may ultimately be 
used as the first important test of the Federal social secur- 
ity program. The order, made in response to a petition by 
the Gulf States Steel Corp., restrained the collection in 
Alabama of a 1% payroll tax to finance unemployment 
insurance. It is believed that the case may ultimately be 
carried to the United States Supreme Court. 

The Montgomery “Advertiser” of Oct. 3 reported the 
granting of the temporary injunction as follows: 

Judge Kennamer granted the restraining order on condition that the 
Gulf States Steel Co. place in the State Depository here the sum of $31,000, 
representing its due taxes, and set the hearing for a permanent injunction 
down for Oct. 9. 

On the second day after the proceedings were begun by Gulf States 
Steel, Borden Burr, complainant’s counsel, and Attorney General Car- 
michael let it be known that an agreement had tentatively been reached 
for the impounding of Alabama unemployment insurance taxes to permit 
large enterprises time to bring a new action contesting the State law 
under State and Federal Constitutions and attacking validity of the Federal 
statute as well. 

When Attorney General Carmichael announced in United States Court, 
yesterday afternoon, that he had been forced to vacate the agreement he 
- ne he had been driven to that course by administrative con- 
siderations. 


Later advices, Oct. 5, from Montgomery (United Press) 
said, in part: 

Tax collections for support of an Alabama unemployment insurance pro- 
gram were tied up tonight in a welter of litigation as industrialists joined 
forces to bring a United States Supreme Court test of social security 
legislation. 





Collection of $1,000,000 in taxes on industrial payrolls, due today, was 
enjoined by two separate restraining orders handed down by United States 
District Judge C. B. Kennamer and Circuit Judge Walter B. Jones... . 

Later development came when Judge Jones handed down an injunction 
in Circuit Court here. The order restrained collection of the 1% Alabama 
tax on payrolls from Beeland Mercantile Co. of Greenville, Ala. 

The injunctions virtually were identical with that granted Gulf States 
Steel Corp. of Gadsden, Ala. 

United States Supreme Court Agrees to Hear Arguments on Consti- 
tionality of Wagner Labor Relations Act—Cases of Associated 
Press and Washington, Virginia & Maryland Coach Co. Will 
Probably Come Before Tribunal in December 

The United States Supreme Court on Oct. 26 agreed to 
hear arguments during the present term on the constitu- 
tionality of the Wagner Labor Relations Act. It accepted 
for argument suits by the Associated Press and the Wash- 
ington, Virginia & Maryland Coach Co. A brief was filed 
by the latter company on Oct. 17 asking the Supreme Court 
to reverse a lower court verdict and to construe the appli- 
cation of the law only to concerns operating in interstate 
commerce. It is probable that arguments on the validity 
of the Wagner Act will be presented to the court in Decem- 
ber. The court on Oct. 26 ordered that the Associated Press 
case be heard after argument on the suit of the Virginian 
Railway Co. against the Railway Labor Act, and that the 
coach company case immediately follow the Associated 
Press argument. In all these cases the plaintiffs contend 
that the due process clause of the Constitution has been 
violated by orders of government boards in connection with 
employee elections, and in each case the question of inter- 
state commerce is a basic issue. The Associated Press case 
affects Morris Watson, an editorial employee who was dis- 
charged in October, 1935. 

Federal Circuit Court of Appeals at Memphis Upholds Power of 
NLRB in Interstate Commerce, but Rules Against Authority 
to Act in Intrastate Business 

The right of the National Labor Relations Board to act 
against unfair labor practices affecting interstate com- 
merce was upheld on Oct. 6 by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals at Richmond, Va. At the same time the 
court ruled that the Board is without power as to local 
intrastate industry. United Press advices from Richmond 
reporting the court’s conclusions said: 

Two opinions, upholding validity of the Act, outlined scope of the Board’s 
authority under the law which guarantees the right of collective bargaining 
to workers. 

One decision upheld the Board’s order that the Washington, Virginia & 
Maryland Coach Co. case discouraging employees from joining a union 
and reinstate certain discharged workers. The other set aside a Board 
order that the Foster Bros. Manufacturing Co., Inc., Baltimore, reinstate 
10 employees allegedly discharged for union activities. 


American Newspaper Guild Upheld by Examiner for NLRB as Exclu- 
sive Collective Bargaining Agency for Employees of Associated 
Press 


Walter Wilbur, trial examiner for the National Labor 
Relations Board, in a report filed with the Regional Labor 
Board in New York City on Oct. 26 upheld the American 
Newspaper Guild as the collective bargaining agency for 
editorial employees of the Associated Press. Stating that 
the recommendation specifies that the Guild shall be the 
sole agent for editorial employees, exclusive of executives, 
a York “Journal of Commerce” in its Oct. 27 issue 
said: 

Mr. Wilbur’s report calls upon the Associated Press to file with the 
Board within 10 days “a statement in writing, setting forth in detail the 
—— and form in which it has complied with the foregoing recom- 
mendation.”’ 


Dismissal of Suit to Test New York State Mortgage Moratorium Law 
from United States Supreme Court—Action Taken by Agree- 
ment of Attorneys for Both Sides 

The United States Supreme Court on Oct. 19 announced 
the dismissal of litigation involving the constitutionality 
of the New York State mortgage moratorium law. With- 
drawal resulted from the joint agreement of attorneys on 
both sides to dismiss the suit of Joseph and Angelina Lo- 
porto against the Druiss Co. New York State courts had 

held that the law was constitutional and had dismissed a 

foreclosure action by the Loportos against the company. 

Attorneys for the Loportos contended before the Supreme 

Court that the law impaired contracts, took property with- 

ont due process of law, and denied equal protection of the 

aw. 


United States Supreme Court Declines to Review Ruling of Missouri 
Court on Frazier-Lemke Farm Mortgage Act Before Circuit Court 
of Appeals Passes on Ruling—Appeal Filed by Phoenix Joint 

Stock Land Bank 


The United States Supreme Court declined on Oct. 12 to 
review in advance of action of the Eighth Circuit Court of 
Appeals a ruling of the Western Missouri Federal District 
Court upholding the constitutionality of the amended 
Frazier-Lemke Act providing for a three-year moratorium 
on farm mortgage foreclosures. From the Kansas City 
‘Star’ we take the following (Associated Press) from 
Washington, Oct. 12: 

Customary procedure would require a decision by the Appellate Tribunal 


before the Supreme Court acted. Exceptions frequently are made, how- 
ever, 


Under the 1935 legislation, farmers could keep possession of their land 
by paying a “reasonable rental’’ fixed by the court, 

It was enacted shortly after the Supreme Court unanimously had invali- 
dated a somewhat similar five-year law by the two Legislatures, passed in 
1934, on the ground that it deprived creditors of property rights. 
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The Phoenix Joint Stock Land Bank of Kansas City filed the appeal in 
its attempt to foreclose its $1,500 mortgage on an 80-acre farm in Morgan 
County, Mo., owned by Harry M. Hotsenpiller. It contended that “it is 
not impossible to distinbuish in principle’? between the two Acts, adding 
the difference was ‘‘in degree only.’’ 


Amended Frazier-Lemke Farm Mortgage Moratorium Act Held Un- 
constitutional by Circuit Court of Appeals at Richmond, Va. 

According to the Richmond “Times-Dispatch,” the 
amended Frazier-Lemke Farm Mortgage Moratorium Act 
was held unconstitutional on Oct. 6 by the United States 
Fourth Circuit Court of Appeals at Richmond in deciding 
six appeals from the Western District of Virginia. From 
the paper indicated we also quote: 

The opinion, affirming the decision of the lower court, was written by 
Judge John J. Parker of Charlotte, N. C., and became the first handed 
down by a United States Circuit Court adjusting the amended law invalid. 

The amended Act, which was passed in August, 1935, to take the place of 
the moratorium law declared unconstitutional by the Supreme Court early 
in 1935, permitted farmers to obtain moratoriums of as much as three 
years on their mortgages by going into Federal courts, which were author- 
ized to maintain, in effect, control of their property during that time. 

Referring to these provisions, Judge Parker declared ‘“‘we think it clear 
that these are far from preserving to the secured creditor the right to 
immediate foreclosure on default which is given him by the law of Virginia ; 
and they are far different from the judicial discretion exercised by a court 
of equity in an ordinary foreclosure proceeding, with respect to which 
the rights of a mortgage creditor may be presumed to have been acquired. 
Se retary of Agriculture Restrained from Enforcing Washington, 

D. C., Milk Market Agreement under Injunction Granted by 

__District of Columbia Supreme Court 4 

A vemporary injunction restraining the Secretary of Agri- 
culture from enforcing the provisions of the local milk 
marketing agreement was granted on Oct. 29 by the District 
of Columbia Supreme Court. From Washington (Oct. 29) 
the New York ‘Journal of Commerce” reports that the in- 
junction sought by a dozen producers in adjoining Maryland 
and Virginia, was drafted by Justice Oscar R. Luhring, who 
ruled that the Secretary’s authority to issue these pacts has 
already been declared invalid by the Supreme Court. The 
Washington agreement was promulgated only a month ago 
said the advices from which we quote, which also had the 
following to say: 

Justice Luhring held the pact constitutes Federal control of production. 
Citing the Supreme Court's decision in the Hoosac Milis case as the basis 
for his ruling, he added: 

“Congress may not, under the Commerce Clause (of the Constitution) 
regulate the production of milk or any other farm prodnct.,”’ 

Right of Department of Agriculture to Regulate Live Poultry Market 
Upheld by Federal District Court in Philadelphia 

The constitutionality of the amendment added by Con- 
gress last year to the Packers and Stockyards Act, provid- 
ing for Federal supervision of live poultry marketing, was 
upheld on Oct. 9 in a decision handed down in Philadelphia 
by Judge William H. Kirkpatrick of the United States Dis- 
trict Court of the Eastern District of Pennsylvania. The 
case was that of Handy Brothers vs. the Secretary of Agri- 
culture and is the first court case involving the amendment, 
which is Title V of the Act. It is stated that as a result 
of the decision poultry dealers are required to obtain 
licenses and agree to certain regulations by the Department 
of Agriculture. 

Virginia Court Rules that Processing Taxes Paid Under Defunct 
AAA Should Be Refunded to Manufacturers 

A ruling in which he declared that processing taxes 
paid under the Agricultural Adjustment Act (held uncon- 
stitutional by the United States Supreme Court) should 
be refunded to the manufacturers who paid them was 
handed down at Norfolk, Va., on Oct. 6 by Judge Luther 
B. Way in the Federal District Court for Eastern Virginia. 
In the Norfolk “Virginian” of Oct. 7 it was stated that this 
is the first such decision by a district court, according to 
information available at Norfolk, and should it reach the 
Supreme Court would have the effect of deciding whether 
billions of dollars collected under the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Act will have to be returned to processors. A similar 
case in an Alabama Court was decided in favor of the Goy- 
ernment, said the “Virginian,” which added: 

The case involves the suit of the Charles W. Priddy Co., manufacturers 
of jute bagging, for the return of $77,773.41, with interest from April 15, 
1935, which the company paid the Collector of Internal Revenue in 
processing taxes before other payments were impounded by the court and 
returned when the Agricultural Adjustment Act was declared uncon- 
stitutional. 

The specific action of the Judge yesterday was to overrule the govern- 
ment’s demurrer, argued before the court by Assistant District Attorney 
Harry H. Holt Jr. The processor’s case was presented by Attorney Roy 
D. Savage. 

Immediate steps will be taken by the government to appeal the case 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals on Judge Way’s action on the demurrer. 
Treasury Bars “Split Bids’? on Government Contracts—Stipulates 

“All or None” Basis to Bring Awards Under Walsh-Healy Act 

The Treasury Department on Oct. 23 revealed that it 
will not countenance the “splitting” of bids by manufac- 
turers and processors to avoid the restrictions of the Walsh- 
Healey Act, governing contracts of more than $10,000 with 
the Federal Government. The Treasury rejected all bids 
received for the supply of automobile trucks and re- 
advertised the offerings with the statement of policy that 
“award will be made on an ‘all or none’ basis for number 
of trucks called for under each sub-item. Therefore, bids 
to furnish less than the number called for will not be con- 
sidered.” ‘This step followed the reluctance of large manu- 





facturing plants to accept government contracts of $10,000 

or over, which would impose certain labor restrictions simi- 

lar to those in the National Industrial Recovery Act. 

United States Supreme Court Refuses Ruling on Constitutionality 
of “Truth in Securities” Act—Rejects Plea by J. Edward Jones 

The United States Supreme Court on Oct. 19 declined to 
review a ruling of the Second Court of Appeals of New 
York, upholding a temporary injunction granted by the 
Southern New York Federal District Court to restrain J. 
Edward Jones, New York securities dealer, from violating 
the 1983 “Truth in Securities” Act. The law stipulates 
that proposed security issues be registered with the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission in advance of sale in order 
that the public might obtain full information before pur- 
chasing. Last April the Supreme Court, by a 6-to-3 de- 
cision, held that the SEC could not compel Mr. Jones to 
testify concerning a proposed issue which was withdrawn 
before registration became effective. 

SEC Denies Utilities’ Contention They Would Be Placed ‘‘Under 
Yoke” by Registering in Utility Holding Company Act—Electric 
Bond & Share and Affiliated Companies File Brief 

The Securities and Exchange Commission, in a brief filed 
on Oct. 10 with the United States District Court for the 
Southern District of New York, denied a contention by the 
Electric Bond & Share Co. and 21 affiliated utilities that 
they would be placed “under a yoke” by registering under 
the Public Utility Holding Company Act. ‘Counsel for the 
company and for other defendants under the SEC suit to 
compel registration had filed a brief on Oct. 9, contending 
that the registration provisions of the law, with the accom- 
panying prohibitions and penalties, are not a separate valid 
system of regulation. The brief of the defendants was 
summarized as follows in the New York “Times” of Oct. 10: 

“In the case at bar,’’ it says, ‘‘we contend that by their inherent nature 
the registration provisions are invalid and inseparable from other invalid 
provisions of the Act. We also contend that Congress certainly would 
not have been satisfied with the statute unless it included the system of 
regulation and ultimate elimination of holding companies which it 
prescribed. 

“That the registration provisions, with their attendant definitions and 
penalties, may not be sustained even when viewed as standing alone is 
entirely clear. The prohibitions and penalties apply in general 
terms to all holding companies, whether engaged in interstate commerce 
or not. The classification of persons and of acts includes those within 
and without the constitutional jurisdiction of Congress.” 


United States Supreme Court Declines to Review Case Involving 
Liability in United States of German Bonds Affected by German 
Foreign Exchange—Judgment Granted to Trustee for American 
Bondholders 


On Oct. 26 the United States Supreme Court declined to 
entertain a German appeal to review a test case involving 
the liability in this country of German corporations which 
have issued bonds here, and which are prevented from meet- 
ing them at maturity because of German foreign exchange 
regulations. United Press advices from Washington, 
Oct. 26, to the New York “Journal of Commerce,” from 
which we quote, added: 

The decision may involve $700,000,000 of German debts payable in 
this country. 

The suit was brought by the Central Hanover Bank & Trust Co. of New 
York City against Siemens & MHalske Aktiengesellschaft and Siemens- 
Schuckertwerke, Gesellschaft mit Beschranker Haftung. The Hanover 
Bank sued as trustee in behalf of the American owner of the bonds which 
it had floated. It asked $1,197,583. The bonds carried 7% interest 
and matured Jan. 1, 1935. 

The German corporations contended that they were prevented from meet- 
ing the bonds at maturity because the foreign exchange laws and reguia- 
tions of the Reieh, carrying the threat of heavy prison sentences, forbade 
the compromise to dispose of the necessary foreign exchange to make 
payment in New York in dollars. 

‘As an alternative, they said, they were permitted only to make pay- 
ment in marks in Berlin or to offer bonds maturing in 1940. The latter 
offer was made. 

The Second Circuit Court of Appeals decided adversely to the Germans 
and gave a judgment for the Hanover Bank. 

The Germans, in appealing, contended that the German law was made 
necessary because of the stringent internal situation. The Reich found 
that, if the strict legal rights of creditors were allowed to be enforced, 
an “asset of great public importance may be dissipated.” It noted that 
the German foreign debt was, at the time of promulgation of the regula- 
tions, $2,000,000,000, of which $1,000,000,000 was heid in the United 
States. 


Judge Baltzell of United States District Court at Indianapolis Over- 
rules Government’s Motion to Dismiss Injunction in Action to 

* Test “Windfall” Tax 

In the United States District Court at Indianapolis, on 
Sept. 30, Judge Robert C. Baltzell overruled the govern- 
ment’s motion to dismiss a suit for an injunction filed by 
Kingan & Co., meat packers. 

The latter, in an action filed in August, sought to enjoin 
Federal officials from collecting a $2,500,000 “windfall” tax 
levied under the 1936 Revenue Act to recover processing 
taxes assessed under the Agricultural Adjustment Act in- 
validated by the United States Circuit Court. With regard 
to Judge Baltzell’s ruling the Indianapolis “News” of 
Sept. 30 said: 

Commenting on his examination of a brief filed by the Kingan concern 
in opposing the dismissal, Judge Baltzell said he had found “various 
unusual circumstances’? creating a doubt as to the possibility of the pack- 
ing company having adequate remedy at law in some other court. Because 
of this element of doubt, he said, it is imperative for his court to grant 
the packing company the right to sue in Federal court. 

It was the first important ruling in the country on numerous suits filed 
by packing companies and other processors in opposition to the ‘“‘windfall” 
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tax law passed after the AAA was invalidated by the United States 

Supreme Court. 

Sears, Roebuck & Co. Files Suit Against 1936 Revenue Act—Contends 
Provisions for Regaining AAA Taxes Already Paid Are Invalid 

The constitutionality of the 19386 Federal Revenue Act 
was challenged on Oct. 16 in a suit filed in the Federal 
Court at Ohicago by Sears, Roebuck & Co. The suit con- 
tended that the Act violated the due process clause of the 
Constitution, circumvented trial by jury, and delegated au- 
thority improperly. ‘The suit was primarily concerned with 
the method of procedure provided for regaining taxes invali- 
dated by the United States Supreme Court in outlawing the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act, rather than with the new 
taxes created under the 1936 Act. This action was the first 
taken by a large corporation under the new Revenue Act, 
and was in reply to the Government’s motion to dismiss 
a suit filed by the company on Oct. 30, 1935, seeking 
recovery of $549,458 in floor stock and compensating taxes 
paid under the Agricultural Adjustment Act, together with 
6% interest. 

WPA Group Pickets White House and Washington Headyuarters— 
Petition Demands 20% Pay Increase and $40 a Month Minimum 
Wage 

The Workers Alliance of America, representing a group 
of Works Progress Administration employees, on Oct. 24 
presented to the White House demands for increased WPA 
pay. The petition was made public after the members of 
the organization had marched about the White House and 
had. picketed WPA headquarters in Washington. The 
police arrested David Lasser, President of the Alliance, and 
Herbert Benjamin, Secretary, but later released both men. 
Approximately 400 members of the Alliance participated 
in the demonstration. The proposal included a 20% in- 
crease in the monthly wages of all WPA workers now re- 
ceiving more than $40. A further demand is that in the 
case of those receiving less than $40 monthly the wages 
be raised to a $40 monthly minimum. 

Peace Negotiations Between A. F. of L. and C. I. O. Temporarily 
Halted—Dispute May Be Settled Before Federation’s Annual 
Convention Nov. 16 

Peace negotiations between the American Federation of 
Labor and the Committee for Industrial Organization .were 
suspended during the week of Oct. 24 as John L. Lewis, 
Chairman of the ©. I. O., left Washington for a political 
tour. On Oct. 21 the Executive Council of the Federation 
concluded a three-weeks’ session at Washington without 
succeeding in reconciling the differences within its ranks. 
According to William Green, President of the Federation, 
the question of adjusting the issue will be discussed at the 
next meeting of the Council on Nov. 14 “only if something 
develops in the interim.” Mr. Lewis has called a meeting 
of the C. I. O. in Pittsburgh on Nov. 9. The A. F. of L. will 
hold its annual convention at Tampa, Fla., on Nov. 16, and 
it is believed that some peace proposal may be made at that 
meeting. Meanwhile, on Oct. 16 William L. Hutcheson, 
head of the carpenters’ union and opponent of Mr. Lewis, 
resigned from the Federation’s Executive Council. Mr. 
Green denied that Mr. Hutcheson had resigned because 
the Federation had approved a report praising the labor 
record of President Roosevelt. 

The United Automobile Workers of America, member of 
the C. I. O., announced on Oct. 17 that an agreement had 
been made with the Chrysler Motor Corp. which averted a 
threatened strike at the Dodge plant. The dispute involved 
the question of seniority at the plant, where seven of the 
11 local U. A. W. A. unions had voted to strike. The agree- 
ment provided that the company would consider the rein- 
Statement of employees allegedly discharged for organiza- 
tion activity. 

A. F. of L. Offers Proposal for Settlement of Seattle “Post- 
Intelligencer’ Strike 

Efforts to settle the strike by members of the American 
Newspaper Guild which forced the Seattle, Wash., “Post- 
Intelligencer” to suspend publication almost three months 
ago have continued during the month; on Oct. 21 the Execu- 
tive Council of the American Federation of Labor offered a 
tentative settlement plan, and on Oct. 30 it was announced 
in the New York “Times” that the Guild had made public a 
letter to President Green of the Federation indicating con- 
ditional acceptance of the proposed settlement. From the 
“Times” we quote: 

The Guild letter, which was signed by Jonathan Eddy, Executive Sec- 
retary, proposed modifications in the agreement to the effect that Frank 
J. Lynch and Everhardt Armstrong, whose dismissal led to the strike, 
receive employment during the period between reopening of the paper 
and the completion of negotiations; that a representative of the Guild 


be added to the proposed Negotiation Committee, and that President 
Green serve as arbiter rather than negotiator. 


The Federation’s proposal was submitted after meet- 
ings between representatives of the publisher and the 
strikers had ended in disagreement. Negotiators for 
the Guild contended that the Hearst management had 
made no concessions, while the management asserted that 
it had gone as far as it could in offering reinstatement of 
all strikers without prejudice and consideration of further 
difficulties after the resumption of business. 


37,000 Dock and Ship Workers Strike Along Pacific Coast 
Pacific Coast shipping was severely affected on Oct. 30 
with the long threatened strike of dock and ship workers 





going into effect. The number who have responded to the 
strike call have been placed at 37,000. It is understood 
that the walk-out may be extended to East Coast and Gulf 
ports. It was reported on Oct. 30 that President Roosevelt 
was keeping in close touch with all developments in the 
strike. That the Post Office Department may use foreign 
ships to carry United States mail due to the tie-up of 
American vessels was indicated in Associated Press advices 
from San Francisco, Oct. 30, in the New York “Sun,” which 
also said: 

The strike halted the movement of 119 vessels, including 27 foreign 
ships, in Pacifie Coast ports. It was believed that to bring about a settle- 
ment of their “fundamental demands” for control of hiring halls, wage 


increases and shortened hours. 
The employers insisted on mutual control of the halls and balked at 
wage and hour demands, although they contended they had granted some 


concessions. 
The strike was further complicated here when 1,000 members of the 


warehousemen’s unions also walked out. 


Workers Strike at Six Plants of Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co.—Men at 
Paint Plant in Milwaukee Also Out 

A strike order issued on Oct. 24 by Glenn McCabe, Presi- 
dent of the Federation of Flat Glass Workers, went into 
effect on Oct. 25 at six plants of the Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Co., employing between 6,000 and 7,000 workers. The 
strike cali was issued by Mr. McCabe after negotiations 
failed on the union’s demand for a “closed shop.” The 
plants of the company affected by the strike are at Ford 
City and Creighton, in Pennsylvania; Mount Vernon, Ohio; 
Henryetta, Okla.; Crystal, Mo., and Clarkeburg, W. Va. 
Besides the strike at the six plants of the Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Co., there was also a walk-out at the company’s paint 
plant in Milwaukee, Wis. 


Labor Department Ruling ZEnuangers Double Shift in Cotton Textile 
Industry—Girls Between 16 and 18 Forbidden to Engage in 
Night Work on Federal Awards 

The double shift system in the cotton textile industry 
was endangered on Oct. 16 when Acting Secretary of Labor 
Charles O. Gregory ruled that under the terms of the Walsh- 
Healey Act, governing working conditions of manufacturers 
and dealers holding government contracts of more than 
$10,000, girls between the ages of 16 and 18 could not be 
employed in night work. The ruling is effective for 90 
days, together with authority for continued employment of 
these girls on daytime operations, while a study which was 
requested by the Cotton Textile Institute is made of applic- 
able regulations of the department. 

M. O. Hudson Named to Permanent Court of International Justice— 
Harvard Professor and Two Others Elected to Judgeships in 
World Tribunal 

The League of Nations Assembly and Council, at Geneva, 
Switzerland, on Oct. 8 elected Manley Ottmer Hudson, 
Professor of International Law at Harvard University, as 
American Judge of the Permanent Court of International 
Settlements (the World Court) at The Hague. Mr. Hudson, 
who was nominated to the post last December, succeeds 
Frank B. Kellogg, who resigned in September, 1935. 

The League’s Assembly and Council also elected two 
others on Oct. 8 to the World Court bench. M. Ake Ham- 
marskjold, of Sweden, Registrar of the World Court since 
1982, was elected a judge to succeed to the post of the late 
Walther Schucking, of Germany, and Dr. Cheng Tien-hsi, 
of China, was elected to the seat vacated by Judge Wang 
Chung-Hui, also of China. 

RFC Lowers Interest trom 344% to 3% on Bank Securities 

A reduction from 34% to 3% by the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation in the interest and dividend rate on 
preferred stock, capital notes and debentures of banks was 
announced on Oct. 3 by Jesse H. Jones, Chairman of the 
Corporation. Mr. Jones explained that the new rate, 
effective as of Oct. 1, applies to banks making prompt 
payments and increasing the annual retirement of their 
RFC capital as much as 1% yearly over present require- 
ments. The RFC last July lowered the rate of interest 
on its loans to banks and receivers of banks from 4% to 3%. 
Non-Statutory Duties of Federal Reserve Agent Transferred to New 

York Federal Reserve Bank 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New York announced 
on Oct. 30 that effective that day, with the approval 
of the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve System, 
the non-statutory duties of the Federal Reserve Agent at the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York have been transferred 
to the bank, and “responsibility for the operations thus 
transferred has been assumed by the bank, and will be 
carried on under the general direction of George L. Harrison, 
President.’’ The Bank at the same time made known several 
changes in its personnel to give effect to the transfer. 

The action taken by the New York Reserve Bank on Oct. 
30 is in accord with the policy announced by the Board of 
Governors of the Federal Reserve System last March, placing 
the chairman and Reserve agents of the various Reserve 
banks on an “‘honorary basis.”” Under the procedure initiated 
at that time by the Board it was provided that the various 
non-statutory duties performed in the office of Chairman 
and Reserve agent be placed under the President of the 
Reserve bank, the technical duties of the Reserve agent 
being performed a an assistant Reserve agent. With the 
exception of the Minneapolis and Kansas City institutions, 
the various Federal Reserve banks have desady transferred, 
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or are in the process of transferring the non-statutory duties 
of the Reserve agent to the bank. Last March, the Reserve 
Board continued the terms of the Reserve agente at the 
Minneapolis and Kansas City Banks to the end of the year. 

The principal non-statutory duties of the Reserve agents 
have had to do with bank examinations, bank relations, 
statistics and research, while the statutory duties embrace 
the custody of collateral for Federal Reserve notes and charge 
of notes due banks. 


State Bank Members of Federal Reserve System Exempt from Pro- 
visions of SSA Where State Laws Permit—Ruling by Internal 


Revenue Bureau 


A ruling by the Internal Revenue Bureau on Oct. 7 held 
that State member banks of the Federal Reserve System 
are exempt under certain conditions from the unemployment 
and old-age pension taxes imposed by the Social Security 
Act. Such banks, the Bureau ruled, “are instrumentalities 
of the United States,” and are therefore entitled to exemp- 
tion. When State laws, however, provide for no State func- 
tions of non-member banks, neither the banks nor their 
employees are exempt. National banks were previously 
ruled exempt from the taxes of the SSA on similar grounds 
to that accorded to member State banks. 


Entire State of Nebraska Placed in Emergency Drought Area 


With the designation of the one remaining county in Ne- 
braska as an “emergency drought county” on Oct. 3 by the 
United States Department of Agriculture Drought Com- 
mittee, the entire State was placed within the official 
drought territory. Nebraska is now one of five States 
wholiy within the official drought region. All counties in 
North Dakota had been certified on July 8; South Dakota 
on Aug. 6; Oklahoma on Aug. 10, and Kansas on Aug. 21. 

The Drought Committee also announced on Oct. 3 the 
designation of eight additional counties in Indiana as in the 
emergency area, and one each in Illinois, Minnesota and 
Texas, bringing the national total to 1,180 in 24 States. 

The committee’s announcement added: 

The emergency drought list now includes 42 counties in Illinois, 10 in 
Indiana, and 52 in both Minnesota and Texas. The previous designation 
in Indiana included two counties on Aug. 31. 

The designations made by the Drought Committee serve as guide to all 
governmental agencies providing aid to farmers in areas where the drought 
damage was most severe. 


Monetary Developments 


Several additions were made during October to the list 
of countries engaging in the newest wave of currency de- 
preciations. The Italian and Czechoslovakian Governments 
acted formally on Oct. 5 to join the French, Swiss and 
Netherlands regimes in such expedients. These moves 
apparently completed, for the time being at least, the cur- 
rency readjustments of leading units. German authorities 
debated the question of the mark, but they adhered to the 
promise of Dr. Hjalmar Schacht and took no action for 
formal depreciation. For a while, early in October, the 
problem of maintaining relationships between the great 
floating currencies was discussed in terms of possible strife 
between the stabilization funds. But an agreement was an- 
nounced in Washington, on Oct. 12, whereunder the equal- 
ization and stabilization funds of the United States, Great 
Britain and France will make gold available to one another, 
if occasion demands, in settlement of balances accumulated 
by any of the funds in the other countries. This agree- 
ment is a natural and expected corrolary of the situation 
produced when France devalued on Sept. 26, and the three 
countries announced intentions of preventing undue disturb- 
ances in international exchanges which might result from 
franc devaluation. 

No great immediate apprehension was occasioned by the 
latest wave of currency devaluations, probably because the 
technique of such measures now has been perfected. The 
long-range effect still caused a good deal of anxiety, but 
not much can be done about the whole sorry matter by the 
average citizen. It is clear that the monetary situation 
resembles an armed truce, with the managers of the sta- 
bilization funds operating secretly and in the dark with 
huge sums that were supplied by the several peoples. This 
manipulation of “other people’s money” cannot be beneficial 
to the peoples, for it tends to accentuate the possibility of 
still further devaluation of currencies. President Roosevelt 
made the matter quite plain, Oct. 6, when he indicated in 
the course of a press conference that he intends, early next 
year, to request an extension by Congress of the control 
over the currency delegated to him. The legal authority 
of the President to devalue the dollar up to 50% in terms 
of gold expires Jan. 30, 1937. Mr. Roosevelt expressed the 
conviction that the power should be extended in order to 
protect our price level from unexpected action on the part 
of other nations. He also uttered the hope, it appears, that 
use of the power will not again be necessary. Somewhat 
more encouraging to proponents of sound money was a dec- 
laration made in London, the same day, by the British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Neville Chamberlain. It was 
carefully explained in this address that the British-French- 
American gold exchange agreement places no restraints on 
sterling. But Mr. Chamberlain also remarked that he looks 
forward to eventual establishment of “an international 
monetary standard on the only basis which appears to give 
general confidence.” 


Lira and crown devaluations by Italy and Czechoslovakia 
were effected only after considerable study. The Italian 
action was accompanied by measures that necessarily will 
affect the entire economic life of the country. The gold 
content of the lira was reduced by 40.93%, which corre- 
sponds to the degree of United States dollar devaluation, 
but the right was reserved to alter the valuation 10% either 
way. In this respect, also, the Italian procedure appar- 
ently was based on the pattern furnished by the United 
States. But additional decrees were published, intended to 
prevent price increases and to furnish the State with badly- 
needed funds. It was provided that goods may not be sold 
at prices higher than those prevalent at the end of Septem- 
ber, while rents, hotel accommodations, traveling costs and 
publie utility charges may. not be raised for two years. A 
loan bearing 5% interest was announced, and all owners 
of real estate were required to subscribe to 5% of the value 
of their property. This loan, however, is a simple capital 
levy, for real estate taxes are to be raised to a degree neces- 
sary for servicing of the loan, which will be used for 
national defense and the development of the newly-acquired 
colonial empire. Premier Mussolini allied himself “in prin- 
ciple’ with the British, French and American declaration 
for monetary stability. Czech devaluation, ordered on 
Oct. 6, cuts the value of the crown by a range between 
10.6% to 15.98%, this being, of course, the second Czech 
devaluation during the depression. Czech authorities took 
steps against sudden price advances. 

Some of the countries that devalued their circulating units 
promptly moved to diminish the trade barriers which they 
had set up after sterling and dollar devaluations caused 
awkward discrepancies. France took the initiative by pub- 
lishing on Oct. 3 a series of decrees suppressing more than 
100 import quotas and reducing the tariffs on many articles 
by 15% to 20%. Import license fees were cut and a study 
started for tariff revision and control. These steps were 
taken with a view to the internal situation, in redemption 
of Premier Leon Blum’s promise to prevent price increases 
because of devaluation, but they remain of importance also 
in an international sense. The French move was officially 
designated a “prelude to a general customs demobilization.” 
When Italy devalued her lira the move was accompanied 
by elimination of the compensating duties applied after 
1931 on goods from countries with depreciated currencies. 
The Swiss Government made known on Oct. 6 that import 
duties had been abolished or reduced on 18 classes of food- 
stuffs, many of them of considerable importance to Amer- 
ican exporters and farmers. 


Gold Exchange Agreement 


Henry Morgenthau Jr., Secretary of the United States 
Treasury, announced on Oct. 12 the new gold exchange 
arrangement effected by the authorities of the United 
States, Great Britain and France. The agreement plainly 
is little more than a working arrangement for the three 
huge stabilization funds, and it follows almost of necessity 
from the declaration of Sept. 26 that undue disturbances in 
international currency relationships are to be prevented. 
Mr. Morgenthau declared specifically that the agreement 
is a 24-hour affair, subject to change without notice. He 
tried also, however, to give the understanding an im- 
portance that it plainly does not merit by terming it a 
“new type of gold standard.” Unfortunately, the agree- 
ment fails to live up to that description in every sense, 
for it is merely a technical arrangement for liquidation, 
through gold movements, of balances that the respective 
funds possibly will accumulate in the course of operations. 
The British Treasury, obviously under no delustions as to 
the significance of the accord, announced it very briefly, 
and added the hope that it will facilitate the technical 
operations of exchange control. The French declaration 
compared with the British one in brevity, and merely added 
that the arrangement for gold exchange completes the tri- 
partite understanding of Sept. 26. 

After France departed from the gold standard it was 
anticipated quite generally that some new mechanism would 
be devised for settlements of international accounts. The 
willingness of the Bank of France to make gold available 
supplied, until Sept. 26, a reference to gold values of other 
currencies, and the long-continued drain on the gold 
resources of that institution reflected not only the export 
of gapital from France, but also the operations of the 
British Exchange Equalization Fund. When France 
dropped the gold anchor an anomalous situation was pro- 
duced. United States Treasury regulations provided that 
gold could be exported from this country only to others 
that maintained a definite gold import and export policy. 
It may be doubted whether any country now lives up to 
that qualification. The British fund, operated in the 
secrecy usual in such quarters, appeared to be willing to 
cooperate with the American fund and the newly-estab- 
lished French fund. Reciprocity on the part of the Amer- 
ican fund obviously was required, and it is such reciprocity 
that Mr. Morgenthau announced on Oct. 12. Without an 
arrangement of this kind, the three funds faced the possi- 
bility of acquiring currencies of the other countries in com- 
petition with one another and without any assurances of 
being able to repatriate their holdings at reasonable rates, 
The new agreement provides an answer to this conundrum 





and—probably quite incidentally—it also marks a step 
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toward the highly desirable ultimate stabilization of cur- 
"hr aa step toward stabilization because the arrangement 
necessitates the fixation of a relationship between currency 
and gold in each of the three countries. That relationship 
remains unaltered in the case of the United States, for 
Mr. Morgenthau declared that the United States will make 
available to specified stabilization and equalization funds, 
on a 24-hour basis, gold at a price of $35 a fine ounce, plus 
¥,% handling charges. The American readiness to make 
gold available was conditioned upon an equal readiness of 
other funds to sell gold to the American fund “at such 
rates and upon such terms and conditions as the Secretary 
may deem most advantageous to the public interest. The 
names of the countries complying with these conditions will 
be announced daily, the statement indicated, and in a sup- 
plementary declaration Mr. Morgenthau stated that Great 
Britain and France have complied with the conditions. It 
appears to have escaped general notice that Mr. Morgen- 
thau failed to stipulate the rates at which the British and 
French funds are to make gold available to the United 
States fund, although the agreement clearly requires 
specific terms. 

TWailitnaton reports indicate that Mr. Morgenthau placed 
an altogether undue weight upon the agreement for making 
gold available on a reciprocal basis. In addition to the 
absurd statement that a “new type of gold standard” has 
been adopted, he declared that international exchange 
speculation will be curbed. If the Secretary means that 
both risks and losses of speculators in foreign exchanges 
may be minimized by the agreement, it is to be hoped that 
he is right, but there obviously is nothing in the under- 
standing to compel speculators to refrain from engaging in 
further dealings. The hope clearly prevails in Washington 
that currency depreciation, which was stimulated inor- 
dinately by our own needless devaluation of the dollar, 
will halt at about present levels. It would seem, however, 
that the British authorities are unwilling to make any com- 
mitments as yet in that regard. All London dispatches 
make it plain that Great Britain desires a sterling-dollar 
ratio of less than the old parity of $4.86 2/3, for trade 
reasons, and the question of ultimate currency relationships 
thus remains unsettled. The French view doubtless will 
depend upon the experiences of that country in coming 
months. 


World Armaments 

Rapid increases of armaments and the bellicose attitudes 
of leading statesmen continue to reflect the diplomatic 
apprehensions of warfare on a large scale. In all parts of 
the world these arrangements are in progress, and the 
steady increases of land, sea and air armaments now have 
become so commonplace that they cause little comment. 
The question of fortifications in the Pacific, which con- 
cerns the United States intimately, received a little airing 
in October, with results that can hardly be regarded as 
comforting. The approaching termination of the Washing- 
ton and London naval accords brought the matter up, as 
it was disclosed on Oct. 7 that Great Britain had proposed 
to the United States and Japan a continuance of the non- 
fortification clauses relating to the Pacific. Both in Wash- 
ington and in Tokio it was promptly made clear that no 
formal decision has beén reached on this highly important 
matter. Secretary of the Navy Claude A. Swanson merely 
remarked in Washington that “fortifications must be met 
with fortifications,’ and “one menace must be met with 
another menace.” In Tokio only unofficial comments were 
available, but they reflected a desire to modify the treaty 
terms with regard to islands close to Japan, which seems 
reasonable enough. It is plain that an agreement on this 
problem is infinitely preferable to headlong construction of 
naval bases and forts. 

In Europe the tendency toward armaments increases re- 
mains dreadfully in evidence, and it is perturbing to note 
that efforts to arrange peace pacts are meeting little suc- 
cess. The frequent assertions of preparedness and military 
strength almost assume the nature of challenges, at times. 
Premier Benito Mussolini rings the changes on the prepared- 
ness theme with almost monotonous regularity. He de- 
clared on Oct. 24, for instance, that Italy is holding out 
an olive branch to the rest of the world—an olive branch 
that emerges from an immense forest of 8,000,000 bayongts, 
whetted to razor-like sharpness and entrusted to young and 
fearless hearts. Eternal peace is absurd and impossible, the 
Italian Dictator added. That Great Britain takes a real- 
istic view of the situation was indicated on Oct. 2 by 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Neville Chamberlain, in the 
course of an address before a group of fellow Conserva- 
tives. Dilating on the British rearmament program, Mr. 
Chamberlain remarked: “When that program is completed 
we shall have a navy adequate to protect our vital lines 
of communications. We shall have an army trifling in 
numbers compared to the vast conscript armies of the Con- 
tinent, but equipped with the most modern weapons that 
science can give us, and we shall have an air force which, 
in speed, range and power of the machines, and quality of 
the personnel, avill be second to none. 

The League of Nations, which has access to much in- 
formation on the subject of armaments, published its 
annual Armaments Yearbook on Oct. 23, and announced 





t the same time that armaments expenditures for all 
cukekvien were estimated at $9,295,000,000 for 1935. This 
was an increase of about 12% over 1934, when the expendi- 
tures were estimated at $8,281,000,000, while the upward 
trend is indicated additionally by comparison with 1933, 
when the figure was $7,436,000,000. The figures admittedly 
were based on incomplete information, for accurate data 
on the rearmament costs of Germany are unobtainable, but 
there is no reason to suppose that the aggregate is an over- 
estimate. All branches of the so-called “defense” services 
have been expanding rapidly in all countries, and it is 
characteristic of the competition in armaments that every 
country points to the activities of its neighbors as a reason 
for adding to its own military strength. All governments, 
moreover, make it a point to emphasize their own par- 
ticular desires for peace, while stressing the apparently 
war-like aims of their neighbors. 


League of Nations 


Autumn sessions of the League of Nations Assembly and 
Council were concluded Oct. 10 with results that can only 
be considered disappointing by all proponents of the so- 
called international “peace” organization. The gatherings 
found no way of dealing with the difficult Ethiopian ques- 
tion, and the complete aloofness of Italy contributed to the 
mood of apprehension that prevailed. The question of 
Danzig was discussed, but the League backed down before 
the militant Nazis of that small Free City. Poland was 
asked to put an end to the obstructions offered by the 
Danzig Government to the League Commissioner, but Po- 
land did not appear too anxious to undertake such maneu- 
vers. In the final days of the Geneva sessions activities 
consisted almost entirely of committee meetings. The Dis- 
armament Commission met on Oct. 5 for the first time in 
four years, but accomplished nothing. The question of 
League reform was discussed by the Steering Committee, 
Oct. 7, and a decision was reached to form still another 
committee to deal with this problem. Final sessions of 
the Assembly were colorless and perfunctory. Attention 
was centered rather on the economic and technical work of 
various League committees than on the important political 
problems of these times. No attempt was made to disguise 
the declining prestige of the League. 


European Diplomatic Maneuvers 


Diplomatic occurrences in Europe continued to reflect in 
October the growing prestige of the leading Fascist nations 
and the disintegration of the French system of “security” 
based on alliances and a ring of steel around Germany. 
The developments were obscured to some degree by the 
acrimonious discussion of neutrality toward Spain, carried 
on hopelessly by the Non-Intervention Committee in Lon- 
don. It would appear that the German and Italian leaders 
have decided to support the rebels in Spain, and thus 
attempt to augment the Fascist bloc of countries in Europe. 
Russia brought the entire question into the open by charges 
that extensive aid was reaching the rebels despite the prom- 
ises of non-intervention. Thereafter the Russian Govern- 
ment itself apparently decided to send aid to the loyalists, 
and still another diplomatic conflict thus deepened the 
division between the Fascist and Socialist groups of Euro- 
pean nations. Germany and Italy plainly sealed their alli- 
ance late in October through formal agreement, effected 
in the course of a visit to Berlin by Foreign Minister 
Galeazzo Ciano, son-in-law of Premier Benito Mussolini. 
Meanwhile, Belgium virtually withdrew from the French 
alliance. Desultory discussions were continued with the 
aim of holding another Locarno conference, but progress 
was limited. 

Diplomatic exchanges regarding the long-postponed Lo- 
carno agreement epitomize the current European stalemate. 
The German Government sent a note to London, Oct. 15, 
regarding the proposed gathering, and the tendency of that 
communication was disclosed on Oct. 19, in London. ‘The 
Reich calls for complete severance of the Locarno and 
League engagements, and also calls for limitation of any 
pact to the Western European countries, the latter stipu- 
lation naturally being aimed at Soviet Russia. If any pact 
is to be made, according to the Reich, it must be confined 
to Great Britain, France, Italy and Germany, and it might 
contain an incidental guarantee of Belgium and Holland. 
An Italian reply to the British inquiry of Sept. 20 was 
delivered on Oct. 19, and it quickly appeared that Rome 
was following, in part, in the footsteps of Germany. Rome 
accepted “in principle” the idea of a Locarno pact, but 
also indicated that it must be confined to the leading 
Western European nations. Belgium sent a note to London 
on Oct. 26 in which that country virtually repudiated its 
Locarno obligations, as being far too heavy to be borne by 
a country the size of Belgium. The situation has changed 
decidedly since 1925, the note argued, and the terms which 
placed Belgium virtually on an equal footing with France 
and England were declared onerous, since Germany no 
longer is disarmed, while the League of Nations has failed 
to live up to expectations. 

The new German-Italian accord was reached formally in 
the course of long discussions in Berlin and elsewhere in 
Germany by Count Ciano and officials of the Nazi regime 
in Germany. These conversations started on Oct. 20 and 
ended Oct. 25. The actual substance of the accord is 
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largely a matter for conjecture, since the Fascist dictators 
make little information available to the people of their 
countries. But some indications were made available with- 
out delay. Chancellor Adolf Hitler, in honor of his dis- 
tinguished visitor, announced laconically that the German 
Government had decided to recognize the Italian conquest 
of Ethiopia. Count Ciano, in a declaration to the press, 
waS more communicative. He indicated that the two 
regimes are in agreement as to cooperation for European 
peace and reconstruction along lines favored by the two 
countries. “European civilization” is to be defended against 
the “grave dangers” threatening its structure, and although 
the source of that danger was not mentioned, it is plain 
that Italy has joined the Reich in its crusade against Com- 
munism. Count Ciano revealed that Berlin and Rome were 
in agreement as to support of the Fascist rebels in Spain, 
who were said to command the support of a majority of the 
Spanish people. It was indicated also, however, that the 
territorial and colonial integrity of Spain is to be pre- 
served. In return for the German recognition of Italy’s 
conquest of Ethiopia, important economic concessions are 
to be given the Reich in the former African kingdom. Ger- 
many also is to cooperate with Italy in Southeastern 
Europe, within the framework of the Rome protocols and 
the more recent Austro-German understanding. 


Spanish Civil War 


Rapid and sustained advances were made during October 
by the coalition of Fascist and Monarchist rebels in Spain, 
in their war against the constituted Government at Madrid. 
The struggle has many international aspects, some of which 
appear at times to overshadow the conflict itself, as they 
involve the relationships of the Fascist and Socialist 
groups of countries in Europe. Non-intervention in Spain, 
fostered at the insistence of France, was shown in October 
to be a hollow pretension, and aid to all factions was ren- 
dered liberally by other countries. The fighting naturally 
was affected materially by such developments, as the arms 
supplied made the struggle far more bitter and bloody than 
otherwise could have been the case. Airplanes apparently 
were placed at the disposal of the rebels under General 
Francisco Franco in large numbers, for the rebel mastery 
in the air was undisputed until near the end of October, 
when some machines from Russia and the United States 

-reached the loyalists. The American airplanes were re- 
putedly furnished to Madrid through the intermediation of 
a “friendly government.” 

The rebel armies moved steadily closer to the capital, 
which they are intent upon taking. At the start of the 
month the rebel forces were distributed in a huge semi- 
circle of 40 to 75 miles from Madrid. The distance from 
the capital was lowered steadily in the continuous on- 
slaughts, and by the end of October the rebel forces were 
only 7 to 10 miles from the capital on the western and 
southern fronts. To the north the loyalists held out in 
the passes of the Guadarrama Mountains, some 40 miles 
from the city, but the rebel lines were extended ever far- 
ther toward the East, where they came into conflict with 
the Catalans. Desperate resistance was put up by the loyal- 
ists, who appeared to gain fresh supplies of arms and 
munitions, and some airplane conflicts also developed. The 
rebels continued to boast of early capture of the capital, 
and at the end of the month they adopted the tactics of 
airplane bombings of the city, which caused more fatalities 
among women and children than among the male defenders. 
But still the capital held out. 

While the loyalists and rebels were fighting grimly for 
control of the capital an interesting and illuminating diplo- 
matic struggle was waged regarding the question of non- 
intervention. The Madrid Government tried to bring the 
question of aid to the rebels before the League, but that 
impotent body side-stepped the allegations. The Spanish 
Government thereupon published independently at Geneva, 
early in October, statements to the effect that the rebels 
were receiving ample supplies from Germany, Italy and 
Portugal. The charges were well supported by documentary 
and photographic evidence. It was complained that the 
embargo on arms shipments was working only against the 
loyalists and not against the rebels. The Soviet Russian 
Government took a hand in this situation on Oct. 7, when 
a note was sent to the Non-Intervention Committee of Lon- 
don, in which the main Spanish charges were recounted 


and a warning delivered that Russia no longer would con-. 


sider herself bound by the agreement not to ship arms 
unless the other signatory Powers ceased their violations 
of its terms. The Portuguese Government, particularly, 
was charged with evading the accord, and a demand was 
made that the committee send neutral observers to the 
Portuguese-Spanish frontier for a check of the situation. 
The Protuguese representative, angered by these develop- 
ments, bolted the meeting of the committee, but this did 
not prevent the debate from becoming still more acri- 
monious, 

The Russian charges were aired at a meeting of the 
committee on Oct. 9, which developed into what one press 
correspondent described as a “seven-hour diplomatic brawl, 
during which furious charges and countercharges flew back 
and forth across the conference table.” Russia accused 
Germany, Italy and Portugal, once again. Italy answered 
by charging Russia with furnishing arms to the loyalists. 





Germany denied having supplied any arms since the non- 
intervention agreement was signed. Portugal bolted the 
meeting. It appeared, however, that the nations concerned 
were not inclined to bring the matter to a test of arms, 
for the diplomatic amenities were observed somewhat better 
in the latter half of October. All indications pointed, on 
the other hand, to a new flow of arms and munitions to 
the disputants in the Spanish struggle, and it seems prob- 
able that non-intervention received only lip-service from 
some of the most important signatory governments. Sig- 
nificant was an announcement in Lisbon, Oct. 23, that rela- 
tions with Madrid had been severed, no reasons being given. 
Russia delivered a note to the London committee on the 
same day, in which Moscow declared that it could not con- 
sider itself bound by the agreement to a greater extent than 
other countries actually were observing the accord. The 
British Government offered on Oct. 24 to place at the 
disposal of the committee evidence to show that Russia and 
Italy both had violated the terms of the understanding. 
Despite these developments, the committee ruled on Oct. 28 
that the Russian charges of Italian and Portuguese aid were 
not substantiated. A debate on the whole question devel- 
oped in the British House of Commons, Oct. 29, and Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden then admitted that non-interven- 
tion was “merely a device by which we hope to limit the 
risks of war.” 
Austrian Dictatorship 

Chancellor Kurt Schuschnigg on Oct. 10 gathered in his 
own hands all the reins of the dictatorship over Austria 
which has been in effect, to a greater of lesser degree, for 
the last three to four years. Whether this incident has 
more than internal significance is problematical, for that 
appears to depend on subsequent steps by organizations 
opposed to the Clerical leader. Dr. Schuschnigg is the head 
of the Catholic party in the small Central European State, 
and his rule was made difficult by the ambitions of the 
Austrian Nazis and the Heimwehr of that country. The 
Chancellor pressed for an “Austrian” type of fascism; 
Prince Ernst Ruediger von Starhemberg and his Heimwehr 
followers wanted an “Italian” brand of the same political 
medicine, while the Nazis desired a leaning toward the 
German variety. To a considerable extent this internal 
struggle merely reflected the leanings of the various groups 
toward Italy or Germany, with Dr. Schuschnigg apparently 
preferring to take the middle road of independence. Some 
skilful political juggling was necessary, owing to the power 
of the Heimwehr and the determination of the Nazis. 
Within the Heimwehr ranks a schism developed some time 
ago, owing to a contest for control between Prince Star- 
hemberg and his lieutenant, Major Emil Fey. Seizing the 
opportunity thus presented, Chancellor Schuschnigg on 
Oct. 10 hastily called a Cabinet meeting at which the 
Council of Ministers was reorganized and absolute power 
placed in the hands of the Chancellor. A decree thereupon 
was issued disbanding the Heimwebr and other fascist 
organizations, and incorporating their members in a new 
national defense militia under the Defense Minister. 

Steel Trade—Non-Ferrous Metals 

Steel companies entered the final quarter of the year 
with the largest unfilled orders since 1929, and in one re- 
spect the situation is reported to be more favorable than 
in that boom period because present commitments do not 
include the speculative purchases that then existed. Steel 
ingot output during the second week of October reached the 
highest level for the year, but declined slightly during the 
remainder of the month. Steel scrap, which had steadily 
increased in price since June, was weak. Three consecutive 
declines of 25c. each a ton in heavy smelting steel scrap at 
Pittsburgh brought the “Iron Age” scrap composite down 
to $16.50 a gross ton on Oct. 27 from the year’s peak of 
$16.75 established on Sept. 22. At the close of October last 
year steel scrap was quoted at $12.58 a gross ton. The 
“Iron Age” composite price for finished steel of 2.197c. a 
pound and pig iron of $18.73 a gross ton were unchanged 
throughout the month, and compares with 2.130c. and 
$18.01, respectively, at Oct. 29, 1935. 

The “Iron Age,” in its issue of Oct. 29, stated that a lull 
in new Ssteel business, particularly in the heavy products, 
has brought down the Pittsburgh operating rate to 70%, a 
drop of two points, but the average for the country as a 
whole is substantially unchanged at 74% because of in- 
creases in the Cleveland-Lorain district, and at Chicago, 
Detroit and in southern Ohio. ‘This publication further 
went on to say: 

The Pittsburgh district, where capaci in the hea 
deminates, is chiefly affected by an cttonten to Ba Magen io 
election in buiiding construction projects, which also face seasonal cur- 
tailment with the approach of winter. Other districts have been aided by 
the release of deferred specifications by some automobile companies that 
had been slower than expected in getting into production on new models, 

While for the first time in many weeks the indications do not all 
point in the direction of a continued upward movement in steel pro- 
duction, the present easier situation has not changed the opinion of the 
industry that conditions are highly favorable for an operating rate varying 
from 70% to 75% during the remainder of the year, with the possibility 
that December, normally a poor month, will this year reverse its usual 
trend. This view is predicated on the assumption that higher steel prices 
wili prevail in the first quarter and will be anticipated by a fresh buying 
movement. 

Despite the falling off in bookings of structural sha 
other products, the sheet demand will tax the full rein Rony Baayen 
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6 or aa aoe. in the cianter products may be taken up by railroad 
equipment requirements and rail purchases. The latter have been delayed 
by the extension of the current price to Dec. 1 for shipment through 
March, but heavy tonnages are pending, including 48,500 tons for the 
Chicago & North Western. The Kansas City Southern has ordered 10 loco- 
motives and 800 steel box cars, and the Kennecott Copper Oo. has bought 
259 large ore cars. The Denver & Rio Grande Western will buy 15 loco- 
motives and the Western Pacific is inquiring for 150 freight cars. It is 
estimated that Western roads centering at Chicago will come into the 
market for a total of 20,000 cars within the next few months. The New 
York Central wili award orders shortly for 50 locomotives. 

The American Iron and Steel Institute estimated the steel 
mills of the country as operating at 74.390 of capacity for 
the closing week of the month, compared with 74.2% for 
the week beginning Oct. 19, 75.9% for the week beginning 
Oct. 12 (which was the top for the year and the highest 
since the spring of 1980), 75.8% for the week beginning 
Oct. 5, and 75.4% for the week beginning Sept. 28. At the 
close of October last year the mills of the country were 
reported to be operating at about 51.9% of capacity. 

As to non-ferrous metals, “Metal and Mineral Markets” 
on Oct. 29 reported in substance as follows: “The per- 
sistent strength of the foreign market for copper set off 
another buying wave here, and on Oct. 28 forced the price 
to 10.00c., Connecticut Valley (an increase of one-quarter of 
a cent and the highest quotation since Jan. 28, 1931). The 
demand for copper was for early 1937 delivery. To relieve 
the tight situation in the European market and strengthen 
the position of producers in the matter of exercising greater 
control over price movements, copper producers in the for- 
eign agreement who have been restricting their output an- 
nounced on Oct. 26 that operations would be stepped up 10% 
on Nov. 1. This latest increase in production, the fourth 
consecutive rise in output by the foreign group, will estab- 
lish the rate of operations of the Chilean and African mines 
at 95% of capacity. The increase over the 85% rate, in 
force since Oct. 15, is expected to yield an additional 7,000 
tons a month in foreign mine output. Buying of lead con- 
tinued active, and on Oct. 27 the price of that metal was 
established at 4.70c., New York, an increase of 10 points 
over the previous quotation, which had remained in effect 
since Feb. 27, 1936, and the highest price reached since 
Feb. 2, 1931. The zinc market was more active toward the 
close of the month, and, though the price was strong, no 
change in the selling basis was announced (the quotation 
holding at 5.22%c., New York, throughout October). Nego- 
tiations are now in progress for the formation of a miners’ 
zine cartel, centering on foreign production and marketing 
of zine concentrate. Good business was reported in the 
domestic market for tin for the week ended Oct. 28, and at 
the close of that period a tight situation prevailed on metal 
for nearby delivery. With the London price higher, sellers 
of tin here were not pressing for business.” The price of 
tin moved irregularly up and down, and closed the month 
at 46.00c., New York, unchanged as compared with Sept. 30 
last. A further increase of 10 points in the quotation for 
lead to 48.00c., New York, was reported on Oct. 29. 

Hides, Leather and Footwear 

The First National Bank of Boston, in its “New England 
Letter,” under date of Oct. 30, comments upon these markets 
as follows: 

“Geared to a brisk consumer demand for fall footwear, 
production continues relatively heavy and the undertone of 
manufacturers’ prices is firm. 

“Not only has the fall season had an early start, but the 
volume of retail purchases is well ahead of a year ago. 
Expanding needs of the buying public have been stimulated 
by the rising pace of employment and industry, the advanc- 
ing trend of national income and the attractive retail price 
of fall footwear. Stocks, in the opinion of the trade, are 
below the level of six months ago and, although manufac- 
turers report a seasonally lower trend in new business, pro- 
duction continues at comparatively high levels. Output in 
August was the heaviest of any single month on record, 
raising the eight-months’ total to a figure 3% in excess of 
the comparable period in 1935. 

“Demand for leather is not quite so keen as it was, re- 
flecting the passing peak of the manufacturers’ fall run 
and the singleness of purpose with which tanners have 
held for more remunerative prices. Nevertheless, replen- 
ishments to manufacturers’ stock have been necessary and 
stronger tone of prices furnished additional buying interest, 
so that in the past few months an excellent volume of busi- 
ness has been done. Synchronized with a record shoe pro- 
duction, output and consumption of leather in the first eight 
months of 1936 exceed any comparable period in more than 
five years. 

“Turnover in hide markets has been very active, with 
prices steady at the 1986 high for steers and fractionally 
under the year’s peak for light cows. Tanners have taken 
light cows freely at the readjusted prices, but consider 
steers out of line with currently available values in leather. 
Furthermore, easier quotations of Argentine steer hides 
have been a restraining influence on domestic demand for 
that selection. 

“Inspected slaughter for September was heavy, raising 
the total for the nine months to 14% in excess of the 





rtment of Agriculture found a considerable decrease in 
geet of cattle fed for market during the fall and 
winter months as compared with a year ago. October re- 
ceipts at seven leading livestock markets are somewhat 
lower and recent weekly totals have been running mod- 
erately under comparable period in 1935. Meanwhile, re- 
peated government offerings of drought hides have reduced 
these holdings about 50% and total raw stocks in all hands 
on Sept. 1 were down 6% from last year.” 


Lumber Movement 

The lumber industry during the four weeks ended Oct. 24, 
1936, stood at 69% of the 1929 weekly average of produc- 
tion and 7114% of 1929 shipments. Reported new orders 
continued in excess of output, and for the last three weeks 
also exceeded shipments. Reported national production 
during the Oct. 24 week of 5% fewer mills was 1% below 
revised output figures of the preceding week; shipments 
were 10% below, and new orders 5% below that week, 
according to reports to the National Lumber Manufacturers 
Association from regional associations covering the opera- 
tions of important hardwood and softwood mills. Produc- 
tion in the week ended Oct. 24 was shown by reporting soft- 
wood mills as 20% above the corresponding week of 1935; 
shipments, 19% above, and orders, 45% above. 

During the week ended Oct. 24, 1936, a total of 580 mills 
produced 257,759,000 feet of hardwoods and softwoods com- 
bined; shipped 233,714,000 feet, and received orders for 
260,156,000 feet. For the preceding week production from 
610 mills amounted to 260,461,000 feet; shipments, 260,- 
656,000 feet, and new business, 272,871,000 feet. For the 
week ended Oct. 10 reports from 615 mills showed a total 
output of 265,546,000 feet; shipments of 252,757,000 feet, 
and orders received of 271,071,000 feet. For the week ended 
Oct. 3 a total of 604 mills produced 263,422,000 feet; shipped 
272,723,000 feet, and booked new business of 264,485,000 
feet. 

Southern pine, West Coast, Northern pine, Southern hard- 
woods and Northern hardwoods reported orders above pro- 
duction in the week ended Oct. 24. All reporting softwood 
regions except California redwood and Northern pine re- 
ported orders above the 1935 week. All except Northern 
pine reported shipments, and all but Northern hemlock re- 
ported production above the corresponding week: ’ 

Grains 

Prices in domestic wheat markets moved upward during 
the first half of the past month, and after advancing to 
around new high levels, or to within a fraction thereof, 
developed an easier tendency. In fact, bullish sentiment 
ruled in all of the world’s wheat markets during the first 
half of the month. The persistent demand from import- 
ing countries continued to disclose, with increasing clarity, 
the tight supply situation that is confronting the world. 
The Danubian nations and Canada are the only important 
sources of supply at the present time, and stocks in these 
areas are being steadily reduced. The rapidity with which 
wheat continued to move from these surplus regions indi- 
cated that importers would have to place increasing de- 
pendence upon the Southern Hemisphere crops after the 
turn of the year. Should crop failures occur in Argentina 
and Australia, an acute shortage could quickly develop. 
Thus, offerings were comparatively light as sellers were 
cautious. The United States Department of Agriculture’s 
spring wheat estimate as of Oct. 1 confirmed the fact that 
domestic supplies of high-grade millable wheat would be 
inadequate for the season’s requirements. The hard red 
spring wheat crop is exceedingly short, while the produc- 
tion of hard red winter wheat is well below average. The 
soft white wheat of the Pacific Northwest and the soft red 
wheats of the Central and Southern States were in excess 
of requirements, and some of this wheat is being exported 
from Pacific Coast ports. Thus, all in all, it appears prob- 
able that the United States will have to import upwards 
of about 40,000,000 bushels of Canadian wheat to mix with 
domestic wheat to improve the strength of flour. Around 
the middle of the month, reports of beneficial rains in 
Argentina and Australia, together with more optimistic 
crop reports from this quarter, dampened bullish enthusiasm 
and prompted scattered speculative selling. An apathetic 
flour demand from domestic consumers was also respon- 
sible, in part, for the sagging tendency of prices in domestic 
markets, Furthermore, rains in the American Southwest 
facilitated seeding operations where farmers were expected 
to plant as much acreage to winter wheat as time and seed 
supply would permit. It was pointed out, however, that 
the situation could suddenly change. In the American 
Southwest, moisture reserves are necessary to carry the 
growing plant through any trying weather periods, and the 
rains so far have been insufficient to completely replenish 
them, while Southern Hemisphere crops still have several 
weeks of critical growing weather ahead. It was also 
pointed out that a revival of domestic flour buying appears 
overdue, 

Corn, oats and rye, like during the previous month, more 
or less followed the trend of wheat, with trading compara- 
tively light. Sentiment in corn, however, appeared to lean 


towards the bearish side, at least temporarily. All rallies

in prices were met by increased offerings. 
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was generated apparently by the improvement in fall forage 
crops and in pastures as a result of beneficial rains, and 
by prospects of increased imports of corn from Argentina. 
The United States Department of Agriculture’s estimate 
of the corn crop as of Oct. 1 was a little greater than ex- 
pected, showing a probable harvest of 1,509,000,000 bushels, 
or about 32,000,000 bushels greater than the average of 
private estimates. Gathering of this year’s corn crop 18 
well under way, and in some of the best sections of the 
Middle West has been completed. Farmers, however, are 
not selling freely. In Chicago the December option for 
wheat closed on Oct. 31 at 1141%4c. as against an opening 
price of 113%c. on Oct. 1. At Winnipeg the December wheat 
option closed on Oct. 31 at 105%c. as against an opening 
of 106%c. on Oct. 1. December corn in Chicago closed 
at 94%%4c. on Oct. 31 compared with an opening of 94c. on 
Oct. 1. December oats closed at 41c. as against the opening 
of 4134c. on Oct. 1. December rye closed at 82%c. as 
compared with the opening price of 80%4c. on Oct. 1. 

1936-37 Wheat Crop of Australia Estimated 9% Below That o 

Year Ago 

Wireless advices from Canberra, Australia, Oct. 27, to 
the New York “Times” of Oct. 28 had the following to say: 

The Commonwealth’s statisticians estimate the 1936-37 wheat yield at 
129,556,000 bushels, the lowest in five years, despite the increase in the 
acreage of 720,000, making an aggregate of 12,645,000 acres planted. - 

Adverse weather reduced the estimate but urgently needed rains within 
the next few weeks may improve the figures. The estimate is 9% lower 
than the production in the previous year despite the 6% increase in the 
acreage. 

Chicago Board of Trade Reduced by 25% Margin Requirements 
on Grain Futures Transactions 

On Oct. 20 the directors of the Chicago Board of Trade 
voted a 25% reduction in the marginal requirements on 
speculative transactions in grain futures. Rescinding their 
regulation of Aug. 19, which advanced margins to 200% of 
clearing house requirements, the officials have now ordered 
margins of 150% clearing house requirements, it was stated 
in the Chicago “Journal of Commerce” of Oct. 21, which 
added : 

Until further notice, the official notice states, the initial minimum mar- 
gins which a member must secure from outsiders on grain futures transac- 
tions are 6c. per bushel on wheat, corn, rye, barley and soy beans, and 3c. 
per bushel on oats. Previous requirements were 8c. on wheat, corn, ry@, 
barley and soy beans, and 4c. on oats. Cleaning house requirements for 
members are unchanged at 4c. on wheat, corn, rye, barley and soy beans 
and 2c. on oats. 

On a hedging transaction, or on spreading transactions between different 
grains, initial margins are 4c. per bushel on wheat, corn, rye, barley and 
soy beans, and 2c. on oats. On a spreading transactions in the same grain 
no initial margin is required, but customers must keep such transactions 
at least to the market at all times. 

After receiving the required initial margin a member of the Board of 
Trade may use his own discretion in calling for additional margin until the 
account approaches the point of complete margin exhaustion. 


Sugar 

As a result of rather poor demand for 1936 quota sugar 
and uncertainties regarding the 1937 outlook, prices for 
sugar “futures” ruled easier during the early part of the 
past month. Subsequently, demand improved and prices 
scored moderate advances only to react again during the 
latter part of the month. Perhaps the most important in- 
fluence in the sugar market was the political situation in 
this country. Reports stated that a continuation of the 
Democratic Administration in power might mean extension 
of the sugar control measure embodied in the Jones-Costigan 
Act, while the installation of a Republican Administration 
might raise fears that the sugar control program might 
possibly be altered, and the Cuban recoprocal trade treaty 
adjusted. Naturally, with these possibilities, there was 
more or less nervousness and some division of opinion. 
Profit realizing and hhedging developed during the latter 
part of the month, which offset the advance. 

The long-awaited “world sugar futures” No. 4 contract, 
on which a Special Sugar Committee of the New York 
Coffee and Sugar Exchange had been working for many 
months, was approved by the Board of Managers at a meet- 
ing held on Oct. 29, and will go to a vote of the members 
on Nov. 25, with trading scheduled to start at a discretionary 
date not earlier than one week after ratification. This 
new contract will provide for the delivery of raw cane 
sugar in licensed warehouses in certain Cuban ports, and 
also in bond at the port of Norfolk, Va. The terms have 
been brought as near as possible to the regular “f. o. b.” 
contract now in ordinary commercial use. ‘The buyer is 
relieved of all uncertainty due to varying labor charges 
because of the provision that all expenses to deliver at ship’s 
tackle must be prepaid by the deliverer. In addition, the 
sugar must be free and clear of all liens at the time of 
delivery and free to be moved from store without hindrance. 
Through cooperation with the Cuban Government, through 
the Cuban Sugar Institute, necessary rules have been passed 
in Cuba protecting the receiver of sugars under an Exchange 
contract. The provision for delivery in the port of Norfolk 
is interpreted as merely to insure delivery to the buyer 
in any eventuality, for a seller, if prevented from delivering 
in Cuban warehouse, could bring sugar from Cuba, Santa 
Domingo, Haiti, Brazil, Mexico and Peru to Norfolk, and 
in that way complete his contracts. Trading in the No. 3 
futures contract on the Exchange, which represents the 
domestic price level, will continue, but this new No. 4 con- 





tract, which naturally will reflect the world “open” market 
price, is expected to be of invaluable service to all those 
trading in the “open” market, whether producers or con- 
sumers. 

Sales of Cuban raw sugars during the month consisted 
of the following, all C & F exclusive of duty: On Oct. 6, 
October shipment at 2.50c.; on Oct. 8, 1937 quota January 
shipment at 2.50c.; on Oct. 14, October shipment at 2.45c., 
and on Oct. 15, November shipment at 2.45¢. At the be- 
ginning of the month the wholesale price for refined, imme- 
diate delivery, was quoted at 4.75c. by all refiners. On 
Oct. 2, the Sucrest Sugar Refining Co. reduced the price 
for October, November, December and January delivery to 
4.45e. On Oct. 13 all refiners reduced the price for prompt 
and 30 days’ delivery to 4.65c., while the Sucrest Sugar Re- 
fining Co. made the price for November and December de- 
livery 4.50e. On Oct. 30 all refiners reduced the price for 
immediate delivery to 4.50c. with the exception of Arbuckle. 
The latter company continued to quote the list price of 4.65e. 
but allowed 15 points discount for prompt shipment. 


Sugar Beet Adjustment Payment Fixed at $1.13 per Ton by AAA 
for 1935 

The Agricultural Adjustment Administration announced 
on Oct. 1 that the total 1935 sugar beet adjustment payment 
would be at the rate of $1.18 per ton of sugar beets produced 
and delivered. Since the initial 1985 payment was 80c. 
per ton, the final 1935 payment is 33c. per ton. The AAA 
added that the total 1985 payment of $1.13 per ton of 
sugar beets produced and delivered represents the difference 
between the parity price of $6.90 per ton and an average 
market price of $5.77 for the 1935 crop of sugar beets. 

Coffee 

Prices for coffee “futures” advanced sharply during the 
month. The buying was attributed to lifting of hedges 
against sales of actual coffee and new investment demand. 
Factors responsible for the upward swing in prices included 
extremely strong Brazilian markets, active interest in spot 
and shipment coffees, and reports that Colombia was pre- 
pared to buy cuffee from the planters at fixed price levels 
or to invite planters to store coffee in general warehouses 
and obtain financing throtgh official aid. The sharply 
higher Brazilian markets were attributed, at least partially, 
to government support. Supplies in the United States are 
around 250,000 bags below what they were at the same time 
for both last year and the year before, while the period of 
the year is approaching when consumption is usually the 
heaviest.

Coffee Destruction in Brazil Lessened During First Half of October 

Destruction of coffee in Brazil dropped to 143,000 bags 
during the first half of October against 342,000 bags during 
the previous fortnight, the New York Coffee and Sugar Ex- 
change announced on Oct. 22 that it had learned by cable- 
gram that day. However, since July 1 destruction had 
aggregated 2,257,000 bags as compared with 2,480,000 bags 
during the preceding 18 months. Since the start of the 
program in June, 1931, Brazil has eliminated 38,845,000 
bags of surplus stocks, according to official reports from 
that country, the Exchange said. 

Rubber 

Crude rubber opened in a desultory fashion. Although 
previous fears that the guilder devaluation would make 
it difficult for the Dutch East Indies authorities to keep 
exports within the quota limit had been dispersed by the 
prompt advances in the export duty on native rubber, the 
lack of factory buying caused the market to follow an easier 
trend. The publication of the September consumption fig- 
ures showing a substantial increase over the corresponding 
month last year failed to exert any influence on the market. 
A reversal in the trend was caused on Oct. 28 by the 
announcement of the International Rubber Regulation Com- 
mittee fixing the export quota for the first six months of 
1937 at 70%. Factory buying broadened and prices rose 
sharply. The increased activity, however, proved of short 
duration, and on the following day the market again turned 
very quiet, although rumors of an impending rise in tire 
prices were in circulation. In the closing days of the 
month brisk activity once more developed, when reports 
came to hand that Continental European interests, notably 
Russia, had entered the market on a large scale. Domestic 
factory buying increased, and prices were carried to the 
highest level since October, 1929.

Textiles 


Continued activity featured the textile trades during the 
past month, although in some lines the sales volume was 
curtailed by the steadily-growing shortage of goods. Retail 
trade was at first somewhat handicapped by unseasonally 
mild weather, but later in the month the advent of brisk 
fall temperatures caused a broad revival of consumer buy- 
ing of seasonal merchandise. Wholesale business continued 
at an active pace. Reflecting the improved flow of goods 
in distributive channels, the volume of reorders on fall 
goods increased steadily, and the call for holiday items be- 
came quite brisk, although the growing acuteness of de- 
livery difficulties interfered somewhat with the expansion 
of business. The raw cotton market displayed irregularity, 
but in the aggregate followed a downward trend. Early in 
the month the continued good statistical position, unfavor- 
able crop weather in some parts of the belt, and increasing 
foreign and speculative demand caused prices to move up- 
ward, but subsequently an easier trend developed, chiefly 
owing to increased hedge selling. Reports from abroad 
indicating greater foreign crops, and the larger than gen- 
eraily expected government crop report, estimating a pro- 
duction of 11,609,000 bales, also were depressing factors. 
Prices rallied around the middle of the month when trade 
and speculative buying, stimulated by the favorable reports 
from the dry goods markets, were able to better absorb 
Southern hedge selling. The latter, however, remained a 
handicap to any extensive recovery, and towards the end 
of the month the threat of increased competition by foreign 
growths, the uncertainties surrounding the election, and 
revised ideas as to the domestic crop, with some estimates 
predicting a production of betw€en 11,800,000 and 12,200,000 
bales, again sent quotations to lower levels. Spot cotton 
here in New York was quoted at 12.64c. Oct. 1, and from 
that point declined to a low of 12.21c. Oct. 10. A subse- 
quent rally carried the price to 12.45c. Oct. 14, but on 
Oct. 26 a new low of 12.01lc. was reached, and on Oct. 31 
the quotation was 12.08c. Trading in print cloths continued 
at an active pace, but towards the end of the month de- 
creased materially. While the good flow of goods at 
retail, and the acute shortage of spot and nearby deliveries 
caused intermittent spurts of buying, growing resistance to 
higher price demands as well as election and cotton crop 
uncertainties slowed up trading perceptibly, although total 
sales for the month remained well above output, and 
attempts of buyers to cut under existing quotations re- 
mained unsuccessful. Print cloth at Fall River for 28-inch 
64x60’s was 4%c. Oct. 1. Successive advances carried the 
price to 4%c. Oct. 31. The quotation of 27-inch 64x60’s was 
4% c. Oct. 31 as against 43c. Oct. 1. Osnaburgs were quoted 
at 9%c., unchanged from Sept. 30. Cotton consumption in 
the United States during the month of September continued 
its favorable showing. According to the report by the 
Census Bureau, issued on Oct. 14, it amounted to 629,727 
bales of lint and 67,859 bales of linters, as against 574,289 
bales of lint and 65,382 bales of linters in August, 1936, and 
450,647 bales of lint and 61,362 bales of linters in Septem- 
ber last year. 

The woolen goods markets made a much improved show- 
ing. Mills received a good volume of reorders on seasonal 
goods, and also booked a large amount of orders on next 
spring’s materials. Following a series of price advances, 
clothing manufacturers covered freely, as rumors were 
current that further mark-ups are not far off. Reports from 
retail clothing centers indicated a much better consumer 
demand, due to the appearance of brisk fall weather. Trad- 
ing in women’s wear continued at a satisfactory pace. Most 
notable was the extended call for fall materials, and the 
opinion was expressed that mills will be in a position to 
start their spring season before the fall business has come 
to an end.

Petroleum and Its Products 

Record petroleum production with corresponding high 
operating rates at refineries as oil companies sought to build 
up stocks of gas and fuel oils in anticipation of the heavy 
winter demand brought a warning in October from the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of New Jersey of the dangers inherent in such 
operating conditions. 

Daily average outturn of crude oil of 3,083,000 barrels in 
the United States reported by the American Petroleum In- 
stitute for the week ended Oct. 24, represented a new all- 
time record high. Production has been consistently holding 
above the 3,000,000-barrel level in the past few months. 
The 3,083,000-barrel rate compared with Bureau of Mines 
estimates of 2,842,300 barrels for October, and actual pro- 
duction a year ago of 2,797,950 barrels. 

Stressing the danger of accumulating topheavy stocks of 
motor fuel in the approaching winter months due to high 
refinery rates and lowered consumption, Standard of Jersey, 
in its current issue of “The Lamp,”’ late in the month made 
several concrete suggestions in which complications might 
be avoided. 

“There has been, and is, no question about the industry’s 
ability to supply the vast quantity of gas and fuel oil neces- 
sary to meeting mounting demand, and at areasonable price,” 
the editorial pointed out, adding, “but there is a refining 
problem involved which has an important bearing upon the 
future stability of the industry. 

“The average yield of gas and fuel oil from a barrel of 
crude last winter was 41.13%. Gasoline averaged about 
43%. During the main consuming season for heating oil, 
from Dec. 1 to Mar. 31, approximately 146,400,000 barrels 
of fuel and gas oil will have to be made from crude if we 
figure on an estimated draft of 11,000,000 barrels from 
stocks of these products. That would involve running 356,- 
000,000 barrles of crude through the stills in the same four- 
month period. 

‘Now if refiners hit their same winter average of a 43% 
gasoline yield, that much crude would net, including natural 
gasoline and benzol, 168,400,000 barreis of motor fuel. Gaso- 
line demand, domestic and export, for the period in question 
is estimated at 151,800,000 barrels, which would seem to 
indicate that the industry will probably add 16,000,000 or 
17 a barrels of motor fuel to storage during the winter 
months. 

‘“‘Refiners have hit high peaks in output this year, 2.88 
million barrels of crude a day having been charged to stills 
in the first eight months. Only the fact that motor fuel 
demand has topped even the most optimistic forecasts has 
prevented a dangerous piling up of gasoline stocks. As it 
is, there were 59.5 million barrels at the end of August, 
15% above the same date last year. Stocks of all products 
were 13.3 barrels higher than on Jan. 1, just about offsetting 
the amount of crude taken out of storage. Obviously, the 
industry cannot risk more than a very slight increase in 
gasoline stocks during the cold weather season. 

“There is another reason why the refining branch—and 
the producers too—face today the necessity of modifying 
the traditional practice of piling up such large quantities in 
winter for summer months. The oil industry is slowly ap- 
proaching the state where seasonal swings, the peaks and 
valleys of consumption, will be pretty much leveled out. 
The call for motor fuel or heating oil will vary, but the total 
demand for all products, winter and summer is becoming 
more uniform. 

*‘Between the May-October period in 1928 and November- 
April in 1928-29, there was a difference of 101,000 barrels 
in the daily average domestic demand for crude and products. 
Between the spring of 1931 and the winter of 1931-32, at 
the bottom of the depression, this seasonal swing had risen 
to a difference of 352,000 barrels daily. By 1933-34, the 
fluctuation had abated to 56,000 barrels. Last year only 
5,000 barrels daily separated the average winter and summer 
consumption of crude and products. To a great extent this 
progress can be attributed to improving business as the 
country worked its way out of the slump. But the increased 
trend toward all-year travel and the growing use of oil burners 
are likewise important factors and ones which are likely to be 
permanent. 

“Fuel oil versus gasoline—what is the refinery going to 
do about it? The more crude he runs to satisfy the demand 
for gas and fuel oil, the more gasoline tends to pile up at the 
refinery. There are two fairly obvious courses, both more or 
less Common practices, but needed now in a much more 
widespread and accurately measure— degree: 

(1) Refinery can afford to store only a moderate amount of gasoline 
during the winter as long as seasonal swings in the demand for this product 
are on the wane. They can, on the other hand, adopt a policy of buiiding 
up a reasonable amount of gas and fuel oil reserves during the warm weather 
in order to be in a position to supply the peak winter demand without 


running too much crude to stills and thereby piling up unneeded gasoline 
stocks. 


(2) In the cold weather months it would appear to be sound policy to 
crack less gas oil for gasoline than has been customary in the past, diverting 
it instead to heating cil use and depending more upon reforming, natural 
gaoline blending and other measures for maintaining octane requirements 
of motor fuel during the winter. 


“With the job ahead of filling orders for fuel oil this winter 
and at the same time preventing gasoline stocks from getting 
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out of hand, the industry can take a long step toward con- 
solidating its hard-won gains and present favorable conditions 
by beginning now to modify its refinery operations so as to 
divert more gas to distillate fuels, scaling down proportion- 
ately on gasoline as the demand for that product lessens 
during the winter season.” ; ; 

An inter-State dispute over the action of Texas in setting 
its October allowable approximately 74,000 barrels above 
the Bureau of Mines estimate for the Lone Star State for 
the month was settled amicably by the end of the month. 
Earlier, however, it had appeared as though the dispute 
would mean serious dissension among member-States of the 
Interstate Oil Compact Commission. The dissension brought 
forth revived reports of Secretary of the Interior Ickes’ de- 
termination to sponsor legislation designed to give the 
Federal government control over the petroleum industry. 

Protests of other oil-producing States against the sharp in- 
crease in the Texas quota over the Federal estimate were 
unheeded by E. O. Thompson, Chairman of the Texas Rail- 
road Commission. Concrete action taken to combat the 
move, however, by E. H. Moore, an Oklahoman oil man, 
brought more results. Mr. Moore applied to the Oklahoma 
Corporation Commission to set a date to hear his petition 
for an increase in the Oklahoma output to 609,500 barrels, 
up 50,000 barrels from the 559,900-barrel level originally 
set in accordance with the Bureau of Mines recommendation. 
Mr. Thompson then announced that he had called a special 
meeting of the Texas Railroad Commission for late in October 
to cut-back the allowable. At the meeting, the November 
allowable was slashed to 1,109,260 barrels, off 70,688 barrels 
from the October level and 40 barrels less than indicated 
market demand for Texas for November. 

Official representatives of the Interstate Oil Compact 
Commission met with Bureau of Mines officials in Wash- 
ington on Oct. 10 to discuss various problems in connection 
with the Bureau’s estimate of market demand for the various 
States. Primarily called to determine whether or not the 
Bureau would issue forecasts of demand for six months in 
advance, in contrast to the one-month periods current, the 
conference also took in several other points in which the In- 
terstate group differed with the Federal body. 

Only one concrete development came of the meeting. 
That was in the November allowable which was increased 
nearly 30,000 barrels over October, the Bureau at the same 
time suggesting that in view of the fact that crude stocks 
are at a 15-year low, that there be no withdrawals of crude 
from storage during the month. The new suggested allow- 
able was announced several days after the meeting. The 
Bureau declined to revise its methods on setting allowables 
for the various oil-producing States, and reserved decision 
upon the plea from the States’ group for long-term market 
forecast. 

The Interstate group argued in support of their plea for 
revision of the method of setting up market quotas, that the 
Bureau ignores potential production in the various States in 
establishing such allowables. Texas representatives, headed 
by E. O. Thompson, who is chairman also of the Interstate 
Oil Compact Commission, contended that it is producing 
only about 4% of its potential capacity, whereas Oklahoma 
is producing 25% and some of the States 100% of their 
capacity. 

The Bureau refused to meet the request made by E. O. 
Thompson for an increase in the suggested quotas to the 
point where production would equal demand. Mr. Thompson 
argued that crude stocks above ground now total less than 
100 days’ supply, the lowest total in the past 15 years. ‘“‘We 
feel,’ he said, “that too much oil is being taken out of 
storage, and the industry ought to increase production to 
meet consumption and cease drawing so heavily upon stocks.” 

Reports that Secretary Ickes would press legislation before 
the next Congress to restore control over production and 
marketing of crude and refined products to the Federal gov- 
ernment met with no confirmation in official quarters but 
gained widespread circulation in the industry nevertheless. 
While Mr. Ickes refused to comment upon the reports he 
did state in answer to the Texas claim that it was being dis- 
criminated against in that other States won increases while 
its allowables were lowered that “the Bureau’s estimate are 
impartial and we play no favorites.’”’ Mr. Ickes also took 
the opportunity to again criticize the interstate compact pro- 
gram, saying, “I have never believed in compacts,” adding 
that ‘California, the one of the three largest oil-producing 
States is not in the compact.” 

The Bureau of Mines on Oct. 19 reeommended an increase 
of 28,000 barrels in the November production of crude oil to 
2,870,000 barrels daily, 306,600 barrels above the output in 
the like 1935 month. The Bureau also recommended in view 
of the increased allowable and the 15-year record low of 
crude oil stocks that there be no withdrawals from stocks 
during November. 

“During the last five weeks for which complete data are 
available, up to Oct. 10, production of crude oil was about 
3,050,000 barrels, or about 20,000 barrels below the level 
of the previous month,” the Bureau’s statement pointed out. 
“The average withdrawal from domestic crude stocks over 
this period was about 216,000 barrels, indicating a total 
demand of 3,266,000 barrels. 

“The Bureau’s estimate for this period was about 2,940,000 
barrels, an apparent ‘shortage’ of 326,000 barrels. This 


shortage largely reflects the failure of the industry to live up 





to the gasoline program. The Bureau suggested a with- 
drawal of about 4,000,000 barrels from gasoline stocks in 
this five-week period, but only about 1,750,000 barrels was 
taken out, a difference in terms of crude of nearly 150,000 
barrels daily.”’ 

Bureau of Mine officials announced that the application*%of 
the usual methods to determine required production of crude 
oil resulted in the following recommended breakdown by 
States:

There was only one crude oil price change during the 
month. 

Oct. 6.—Old Dutch Refinery posted a price of $1.37 for Central Michigan 
crude oil, up 5c. a barrel. 

Seasonal strengthening in fuel and heating oil prices fea- 
tured the refined products market during November. Some 
weakness developed in the retail gasoline price structure in 
various scattered areas throughout the nation in keeping 
with the normal trend at this time of the year. Reductions 
included lower tank car prices for gasoline in New York 
harbor and seattered cuts in service station postings. 

Gasoline stocks halted their downward trend during the 
month, lowered consumption bringing some increase in in- 
ventories. Stocks however, on a day-to-day supply basis 
were slightly lower than a year ago although in actual totals 
somewhat larger. 

Domestie gasoline demand during November was placed 
at 38,720,000 barrels, 7% above actual consumption in the 
corresponding month last year in the Bureau of Mines fore- 
cast. Export demand was set at 2,400,000) barrels, the same 
as in October, but less than a year ago when military prep- 
arations in Europe bolstered foreign demand.

THE OCTOBER FINANCING OF THE U. S. TREASURY 


The Treasury did not raise any new money in October 
and there were no changes of particular importance in the 
market rating of its outstanding obligations. The spirited 
election campaign was without detectable influence on the 
course of government bond prices, which were steady within 
a point of the record highs. The only securities offered by 
the Treasury were the discount bills, which were sold in 
$50,000,000 lots weekly to replace maturing issues of similar 
amount. The average discount at which these bill offerings 
were taken by the market was shaded downward from 
0.186% to 0.12%. 

Reporting banks were sellers of government issues on 
balance during the month. The New York City reporting 
banks, for example, liquidated $46,000,000 of their direct 
government issues and $3,000,000 of their guaranteed issues 
in the four weeks to Oct. 28, while in the period from Sept. 23 
to Oct. 21 reporting banks in 101 cities had a decline of $91,- 
000,000 in their investment in government securities. The 
$38,000,000 decline in New York reporting bank loans to 
brokers and dealers in New York City in the four weeks 
ended Oct. 28 seemed to bespeak the fact that government 
bond dealers were lightening their portfolios of government 
securities. Nevertheless, other buyers came forward readily 
as reporting banks, and perhaps dealers, eased up on their 
holdings of government issues. Whether the Treasury was 
again in the market buying up its own issues was not clear. 
But in September at least the Treasury was a heavy buyer, 
for Secretary of the Treas Henry Morgenthau Jr., made 
known on Oct. 16, the fact that the net market purchases of 
government securities for Treasury investment accounts 
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totaled $47,438,650 in September, against purchases of 
only $3,794,850 net in August. 

The market’s speculation as to the nature and amount of 
the Dec. 15 Treasury financing was stimulated by Secretary 
Morgenthau’s reiteration in the last week of the month that 
the Treasury would need to raise only $750,000,000 of new 
money in the current fiscal year. The Dec. 15 maturities 
eonsist of $357,921,200 of Treasury 234% notes and $350,- 
200,000 of discount bills, bringing the total maturities to 
$708,121,200. In addition, $428,730,700 of 3% notes fall 
due on Feb. 15, and the possibility was weighed in the market 
whether the Treasury would anticipate this maturity in 
December by making an exchange offering. If so, the total 
refunding would add up to about $1,100,000,000. Since 
$470,000,000 of new money was raised by the Treasury in 
September, only $280,000,000 more can be raised between 
now and next June 30 if the Treasury is to stay within the 
$750,000,000 estimate. The Treasury deficit has been 
mounting at a rate of about $300,000,000 monthly recently, 
and some wonder existed in market quarters as to how the 
Treasury can carry itself along for another eight months on 
only $280,000,000 of new money obtained in the market. 
The Treasury can, of course, begin to fall back on the war 
loan deposits standing to its credit on the books of deposi- 
taries, and as a matter of fact several calls for repayment 
were issued in October. It was pointed out that the Treasury 
might avoid public borrowing by helping itself to the social 
security and unemployment insurance payments by em- 
ployers and employees, which, it is estimated, will amount 
to $1,120,000,000 in the year beginning next Jan. 1.

NEW SECURITY ISSUES AND DIVIDENDS IN OCTOBER 


A slight inerease in the total volume of new financing in 
the domestic market for October was noted as compared with 
that for September. Emissions by public utility companies 
for the most part represented refunding operations, the 
largest of which was the $150,000,000 issue of the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. This financial operation marked 
the biggest single piece of corporate financing to be under- 
taken under the Securities Act of 1933, ranking as one of the 
largest flotations in the history of the country and was 
surpassed only by railroad financing in 1921 by the offering 
of $230,000,000 Northern Pacific-Great Northern joint 15- 
year (C. B. & Q. collateral) 644% convertible gold bonds.

COURSE OF THE STOCK MARKET DURING OCTOBER, 1936 
__ The stock market began the month of October with a burst 
of bullish epthusiasm that endured for about 10 days. After 
that its forward momentum was lost_and_ for_about_three 
weeks prices thrashed around without getting anywhere in 
particular. Closing prices, however, were, in most cases, 
only a shade under the best for the month. The approach- 
ing Presidential election may have added to the market’s 
hesitancy, but it did not cause any sacrifice of the consider- 
able gains rolled up in the first days of the month. 

The market was not only stronger than it had been since 
July; it was also the most active witnessed since March. 
The turnover amounted to 43,995,282 shares, which was less 
than the 46,658,488-share trading in October, 1935, but 
considerably more than the 30,872,559 turnover in September 
last. With the previous year excepted, it was the busiest 
October market since 1931. Bond trading on the New York 
Stock Exchange also perked up, rising to $337,919,500 par 
value, an increase of $32,904,500 in the month and $62,192,- 
500 in the year. There were six days in the month when the 
stock turnover exceeded 2,000,000 shares and one day—the 
7th—when the volume went above the 3,000,000-share mark. 
Activity died down somewhat as prices lost their early vigor, 
but still the pace was swifter than that in September. 

As for the price advance, the index of 50 stocks compiled 
by the New York “Times” had a net rise of 6.52 points, 
compared with a rise of .94 of a point in September and a fall 
of 1.17 points in August. The net gain in the average for 
the first 10 months of the year was 25.81 points. The extent 
to which the force of the upswing played out as the month 
progressed was evidenced by the fact that 6.01 points of the 
month’s total advance of 6.52 points came in the first 10 days 
of the month. The rise, moreover, was confined chiefly to 
the industrial stocks, which were up 11.11 points in the 
average, against a rise of only 1.92 points in the 25 rail stocks. 

Pennsylvania Railroad shares ran a bit ahead of the rail 
stocks generally, with the special features among the in- 
dustrials being chain stocks, oils and motors. The market’s 
appetite for motor shares was whetted somewhat by the near 
approach of the November shows, during which the new 
models will be formally unveiled to the public. The two 
principal steel stocks—U. S. Steel and Bethlehem—were 
outstandingly in demand, the former rising 6 points net to 
7614 and the latter 334 points net to 7244. Announcement 
by U.S. Steel directors on Oct. 27 of the resumption of the 
full quarterly dividend of $1.75 a share on the preferred stock 
was widely hailed as a landmark in the business recovery. 
U.S. Steel directors also declared a dividend of $2 on account 
of arrears on the preferred issue for the first and second 
quarters of 1936, reducing the arrearage to $16.25 a share. 

Metal stocks were well up in the van of the month’s price 
advance, benefitting as they did from the firming up of 
copper and lead quotations. Consolidated Edison was 
carried upward 4 points on the strength of the extra dividend 
declaration of 25 cents a share. 

The tendency in stock market circles was to attribute the 
rise on stock prices in the forepart of October to the three- 
power currency agreement, which virtually ruled out com- 
petitive devaluation of currencies as among the United 
States, Great Britain and France, and to the continuing 
evidence of an active foreign interest in the stock market 
here. ‘The fall of the Poincare frane did not lead to any for- 





eign sales of securities in this country and to repatriation of 





foreign funds in this market. On the contrary, the flow of 
funds was still toward New York from Europe, some portion 
of which, it appeared, was finding employment in the securi- 
ties markets. The news from the business front was still of 
a favorable hue, with retail sales brisk, steel output showing 
remarkable stability at just under 75 % of capacity, increasing 
production of automobiles, the near approach to capacity 
production by the cotton goods industry and temporary 
shortages, according to ‘‘Railway Age,’ of some types of 
ears for rail haulage. While the stock market exhibited 
some caution as the Presidential election neared, business 
appeared to be suffering no interruption. 

Prices of domestic corporation bonds moved in con- 
sonance with equity prices during October, although in the 
case of highest grade issues, gains established earlier in the 
month were well-maintained, showing no definite trend 
toward lower levels at the close and with moderate increases 
among the more prominent ones. Medium grade bonds 
turned lower after early advances; this was particularly 
true of railroad issues which have been recording much 
progress in previous months. Lower grade bonds closed 
practically unchanged from the opening levels of the month. 

As to the fluctuations in individual stocks, United States 
Steel was at lowest Oct. 1 at 695% and at its highest Oct. 19 
at 7934, with the close Oct. 31 at 7614. Steel, preferred 
was at its lowest Oct. 2 at 139 and at its highest Oct. 29 
at 15014, with the close Oct. 31 at 14814. American Tel. & 
Tel. rose from 172 Oct. 1 to 18034 Oct. 14, with the close 
Oct. 31 at 18034. American Can moved up from 12214 
Oct. 2 to 128% Oct. 13, with the close Oct. 31 at 124%. 
General Electric was at its lowest Oct. 1 at 45% and at its 
highest Oct. 29 at 4914, with the close Oct. 31 at 49; Allied 
Chemical & Dye rose from 224% Oct. 2 to 237 Oct. 7, with 
the close Oct. 31 at 233. Westinghouse Elec. & Mfg. moved 
up from 140 Oct. 1 to 153% Oct. 17, with the close Oct. 31 
at 14534. Consolidated Edison Co. of N. Y. was at its 
lowest Oct. 1 at 4214 and at its highest Oct. 30 at 48%, 
with the close Oct. 31 at 477%. In the railroad list, New 
York Central was at its highest Oct. 13 at 495% and at its 
lowest Oct. 26 at 44, with the close Oct. 31 at 4544. Dela- 
ware & Hudson rose from 4534 Oct. 1 to 5434 Oct. 13, with the 
close Oct. 31 at 4954. Union Pacific moved up from 136 
Oct. 1 to 147 Oct. 16, with the close Oct. 31 at 143. Southern 
Pacific was at its highest Oct. 13 at 477% and at its lowest 
Oct. 26 at 425%, with the close Oct. 31 at 453g. Baltimore & 
Ohio fell from 261% Oct. 7 to 217% Oct. 26, with the close 
Oct. 31 at 23. Chesapeake & Oh’o rose from 67 Oct. 1 to 
771% Oct. 29, with the close Oct. 31 at 7654. Southern 
Railway was at its lowest Oct. 13 at 2534 and at its highest 
Oct. 26 at 2134, with the close Oct. 31 at 22%.

tripartite understandings. Gold imports in October were 
$184,000,000. The net addition to the gold stock of the coun- 
try came close to $200,000,000, bringing total imports since 
the devaluation of the dollar to $3,739,000,000 and carrying 
the country’s gold stocks to over $11,000,000,000, or half the 
monetary stock of the world. As a consequence, excess bank 
reserves rose by $320,000,000 to $2,160,000,000, or the highest 
since the enactment of the 50% increase in reserve re- 
quirements. Government financing during October was 
limited to four weekly issues of Treasury bills in the 
amount of $50,000,000 to replace similar maturities. Dis- 
count holdings of the 12 Reserve banks declined from 
$9,451,000 Sept. 30 to $6,107,000 Oct. 28, while bills bought 
in the open market remained virtually unchanged at 
$3,087,000 Oct. 28 compared with $3,098,000 Sept. 30. Total 
member bank reserves rose steadily from $6,356,982,000 
Sept. 30 to $6,732,008,000 Oct. 28. No marked changes in 
money rates occurred during the month. Average rates on 
Short-term Treasury bills receded from 0.19% to 0.12%, 
while average yields on Treasury notes: running from one 
to five years stiffened from 0.80% to 0.81%. On the Stock

Trading in bankers’ acceptances remained inactive, and 
no change in rates occurred during the month. The total 
of outstanding acceptances, according to the monthly survey 
of the Acceptance Analysis Unit of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York, published Oct. 14, rose from $308,- 
112,141 Aug. 31 to $315,000,590 Sept. 30, showing the first 
month-to-month increase during the current year and com- 
paring with $327,834,317 Sept. 30, 1935. Import bills stood 
at $107,065,217 Sept. 30 compared with $104,438,637 Aug. 31 
and $101,723,133 Sept. 30, 1935; bills based on exports at 
$64,111,895 as against $62,645,714 Aug. 31 and $76,721,476 
Sept. 30, 1935, and those on domestic warehouse credits 
at $55,965,483 compared with $50,183,313 Aug. 31 and $58,- 
002,834 Sept. 30, 1935. The sole month-to-month decline 
was shown by bills based on goods stored in or shipped 
between foreign countries, their total being $75,857,577 as 
against $79,147,460 Aug. 31 and $78,736,710 Sept. 30, 1985.

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Rates for bankers’ acceptances throughout the month con- 
tinued to be quoted at 4% bid and 3/16% asked for 30-day, 
60-day and 90-day bills; at 5/16% bid and %% asked for 
120-day bills, and at %% bid and 5/16% asked for bills 
running 150 and 180 days. The New York Federal Reserve 
Bank, in its “Monthly Review,” discussed conditions in the 
market for bankers’ acceptances as follows: “During 
October activity in the bill market continued at a low level. 
In September the volume of outstanding bills arising from 
domestic warehouse credits rose $6,000,000 further, import 
bills were up $3,000,000, and export bills increased 
$1,000,000. These advances were offset in part by a further 
decline of $3,000,000 in bills based on goods stored in or 
shipped between foreign countries, so that total bills out- 
standing increased $7,000,000 but were $13,000,000 less than 
a year ago. Acceptances held by accepting banks and bank- 
ers at the end of September amounted to $276,000,000, or 
approximately 88% of all bills outstanding.” 


RETURNS OF THE FEDERAL RESERVE BANKS— 
BROKERS’ LOANS IN NEW YORK CITY 

The Federal Reserve statistics during October hewed rather 
closely to the pattern they have been tracing nearly every 
month for over two years. That is to say, gold arrived in 
quantity from abroad and Treasury disbursements were sub- 
stantial. Both influences made for a further increase in the 
glut of bank reserves, enabling excess reserves to establish a 
new post-August high, on Oct. 28, of $2,160,000,000. Had 
it not been for the 50% in reserve requirements, effective 
after the close of business last Aug. 15, the surplusage of 
bank reserves at the end of October would have been of 
the order of magnitude of $3,750,000,000, since the reserve 
requirement increase subtracted approximately $1,470,- 
000,000 from the supply of excess reserves and the growth 
of deposits since that time has required more reserves than 
would otherwise have been the case. 

The net effect of the gold imports and Treasury operations 
on the banking system can best be shown by citing the increase 
of $375,051,000 in actual reserves and of $320,000,000 in 
excess reserves in the four-week period from Sept. 30 to 
Oct. 28. The monetary gold stock, reaching a new record 
high at $11,031,000,000, showed an expansion of $186,000,- 
000 during the period. But Treasury deposits of gold 
certificates with the Reserve banks ran somewhat ahead of 
the total gain in the gold stock, as they amounted to $251,- 
148,000. The decline in the Treasury’s deposit with the 
Reserve banks, the other principal source of additional 
bank reserves during the four weeks, amounted to $152,- 
834,000. 

Non-member deposits and other Federal Reserve accounts 
declined $13,000,000, adding a like amount to bank reserves, 
and the rise in Treasury currency contributed $3,000,000 
more to the increase in bank reserves. There were only two 
offsets to these additions to the supply of bank reserves, 
namely, the $11,000,000 reduction in the volume of Federal 
Reserve credit in use and the seasonal increase of $36,000,000 
in currency circulation. The earning assets of the Reserve 
banks showed no significant variation, bills discounted for 
member banks declining $3,344,000, bills bought in the 
open market easing off $11,000 and the government securities 
portfolio holding unchanged both as to aggregate amount 
and the nature of the investments. Industrial advances by 
the System were reduced by $1,846,000 in the four weeks 
to Oct. 28 and commitments to make advances decreased 
$517,000. 

There were no reliable indications that the three-power 
currency agreement announced on Sept. 26 had wrought 
any changes in the Federal Reserve situation. It was 
noted that the amount of gold under earmark continued to 
increase. These earmarkings began to appear in the latter 
half of September, and in the two weeks ended Sept. 30, 
$27,370,000 net of gold was placed under earmark. In the 
week ended Oct. 21 a further $9,253,000 was added to the 
gold held under earmark for foreign account. But it was 
not known whether these earmarkings were traceable to the 
operations of the stabilization funds. 

In the field of member bank credit there was a considerable 
decline in the loans and investments of reporting New York 
banks. Total outstanding credit of these banks decreased 
$150,000,000 in the four weeks to Oct. 28. Most interesting 
were the decreases in security holdings of these banks and a 
simultaneous rise in their commercial advances. While 
holdings of government securities were declining $46,000,000 
government guaranteed securities were falling $3,000,000 
and other securities $62,000,000, New York reporting bank 
other, or commercial, loans were increasing $54,000,000 
and holdings of bills and commercial paper were increasing 
$11,000,000. Loans to brokers and dealers by these banks— 
the so-called brokers’ loans—were $36,000,000 net lower, 
with loans in New York City off $38,000,000 and outside 
New York City up $2,000,000. Secured loans to others 
(except banks) declined $10,000,000, and loans to banks 
were lower by $59,000,000. 

By the month end, figures for the weekly reporting banks 
in 101 cities had been made available only up to Oct. 21. In 
the four weeks ended on that date, all weekly reporting bank 
loans and investments decreased $39,000,000, with other 
loans up $165,000,000, peveremens securities off $91,000,000, 
government guaranteed issues up $2,000,000 and other secur- 
ities off $53,000,000. Demand deposits adjusted of the 





reporting banks in 101 cities were $229,000,000 higher in 
the four weeks from Sept. 23 to Oct. 21. 

Street loans, as compiled by the New York Stock 
Exchange, were $3,396,774 higher on Oct. 31 than on 
Sept. 30, the total of these loans on Oct. 31, 1936, standing 
at $974,928,018, which compares with $971,531,244 on 
Sept. 30, 1986, and with $972,421,569 on Oct. 31, 1935. 


COURSE OF STERLING EXCHANGE DURING OCTOBER 


The outstanding feature of the foreign exchange market 
in October was the agreement officially announced on 
Oct. 12 for the free interchange of gold between the United 
States, Great Britain, and France. The agreement became 
effective on Oct. 13. The gold exchange compact was @ 
necessary corollary of the currency arrangements entered into 
by the three countries when the franc was devalued on 
Sept. 26. The announcement by the United States Secretary 
of the Treasury of the gold agreement was as follows: 

“Supplementing the announcements made by him on- 
Jan. 31 and Feb. 1, 1934, to the effect that the Treasury will 
buy gold, and on Jan. 31, 1934, referring to the sale of gold 
for export, the Secretary of the Treasury states that (here- 
after, and until, on 24 hours’ notice, this statement of in- 
tention may be revoked or altered) the United States will 
also sell gold for immediate export to, or earmark for the 
account of, the exchange equalization or stabilization funds 
of those countries whose funds likewise are offering to sell 
gold to the United States, provided such offerings of gold 
are at such rates and upon such terms and conditions as the 
Secretary may deem most advantageous to the public interest. 

“The Secretary announces herewith and will hereafter 
announce daily the names of the foreign countries complying 
with the foregoing conditions. 

“‘All such sales of gold will be made through the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, as fiscal agent of the United 
States, upon the following terms and conditions which the 
Secretary of the Treasury deems most advantageous to the 
public interest. 

“Sale of gold will be made at $35 per fine ounce plus4% 
handling charge, and sales and earmarking will be governed 
a es regulations issued under the Gold Reserve Act of 

On Oct. 14 the Treasury Department made the following 
press announcement: ‘The Secretary of the Treasury today 
named Great Britain and France as complying with the con- 
ditions specified in his press release of Oct. 13, 1936 for the 
purchase of gold from the United States for immediate export 
and earmark.” 

The Secretary of the Treasury on Oct. 12 characterized 
the agreement as a “new type of gold standard.” Each 
stabilization fund became free to convert into gold each day 
the holdings of foreign currencies which it had purchased in 
furtherance of its particular view as to the proper value of 
its monetary unit in terms of other currencies. Each fund 
agreed to release gold on request to the other funds in return 
for the holdings of its own currency which these funds may 
have purchased with the same end in view. 

The Secretary of the Treasury said that the stabilization 
fund could vary the sale price of gold without further devalua- 
tion of the dollar, apparently on the basis of a clause in the 
Gold Reserve Act of 1934, authorizing the Treasury to buy 
and sell gold at any price deemed in the public interest. The 
Treasury, according to the Secretary, will continue to buy 
~ from all nations at $35 per ounce less 4% handling 
charge. 

The Treasury stated that if occasion should arise exports 
of gold to Belgium or any other country which has and 
respects a legally fixed buying and selling price for gold re- 
mains possible but under a special license for each transaction. 

Discussing the new arrangement Secretary Morgenthau 
emphasized that there were no “side agreements” and de- 
clined to state whether any fixed ratio of the dollar, pound 
sterling, and franc had been agreed upon. Although he 
made clear that the agreement was formally a temporary 
one, he indicated his expectation that it would continue for 
an indefinite period. 

As regards the international currency agreement proper, 
that is, the agreement of Sept. 25-26, the Treasury Depart- 
ment on Oct. 7 disclosed that there had been no insistence 
from abroad upon a sterling rate lower than the old gold 
parity of $4.8665, and that no definite dollar-pound ratio 
had as yet been fixed. Treasury officials took occasion on 
Oct. 7 to controvert reports that the English authorities had 
specified any particular rate as desirable, such as $4.40 as 
had been rumored in unofficial quarters, and added that all 
discussions had involved a range above $4.86. 

It was understood that all nations which might adopt the 
tripartite agreement of Sept. 26 would receive the same 
privilege of converting into gold as necessity might arise due 
to the accumulation of foreign currencies, or of selling gold 
to the exchange equalization funds of the three participating 
governments. It is believed, however, that in actual 
practice the interchange of gold and currencies will be con- 
fined chiefly to the United States, Great Britain, and France, 
with the major responsibility resting on London and New 
York. 

Before the gold agreement and since the suspension of gold 
by Great Britain, the United States permitted gold ship- 
ments only to countries which had a fixed buying and selling

ae for gold. This rule applied to France, Belgium, and 
olland, but excluded Great Britain, as England was off 
the gold standard. It also excluded Switzerland, a gold bloc 
country, for the reason that the National Bank of Switzer- 
land did not have a fixed buying and selling price for gold. 

On Monday, Oct. 12, the British Treasury released the 
following statement: 

“Arrangements for technical cooperation with the mon- 
etary authorities in the United States have now been com- 
pleted and a new regulation is being published by the 
Secretary of the Treasury of the United States which would 
enable gold to be obtained in the United States in exchange 
for dollar by any country which gives reciprocal facilities to 
the United States. His Majesty’s Government has arranged 
for such facilities to be afforded in London to the United 
States authorities. This day-to-day working arrangement 
seam Freeney facilitate the technical operation of exchange 
control. 

“Similar arrangements have been made with the Bank of 
France so as to provide for effective cooperation between the 
three centers.” 

On Oct. 6 reports from Washington asserted that President 
Roosevelt indicated that he may ask Congress to enact 
legislation giving him ‘‘emergency”’ authority over the gold 
content of the dollar. He was reported to have stated that 
such authority would be used only if foreign currency 
manipulations tended to break down the American price 
level. The President’s remarks were the first indirect 
asurance given by him personally that barring foreign devel- 
opments, the gold price value of the dollar will not be further 
altered. He thus strengthened the implied assurance to 
this effect which was given in the tri-partite money agree- 





ment. 


Authority to devalue the dollar by not more than 50% of 
its gold value was conferred on the President in May, 1933 
by Title III of the Agricultural Adjustment Act. This power 
was amended in the Gold Reserve Act of Jan. 30, 1934 to 
provide that devaluation should be not less than 40% and 
that the power should expire on Jan. 30, 1936 unless the 
President extended his authority for another year by proclam- 
ation. President Roosevelt early this year extended the 
devaluation power and the stabilization fund until Jan. 30, 
1937, but lacks authority to continue them further without 
new legislation. 

_On Oct. 2 Chancellor of the Exchequer Chamberlain in- 
dicated that the Ottawa agreements would be renewed on 
their expiration in 1937 and that an attempt would be made 
to secure larger benefits for Great Britain from the Do- 
minions. It was understood that he also gave an implied 
promise to the Conservative Party Congress that the new 
monetary agreement would not be followed by any signifi- 
cant reduction in British protective measures. 

In commenting on the currency arrangements the ‘Wall 
Street Journal” pointed out some objectionable features. 

It said, among other things, “. . . it is clear that the 
world is moving definitely away from the thing that in days 
before the war we called the international gold standard. 
The essence of that standard was its automatic character. 
It is not thinkable that having once entered upon the govern- 
mental management of currencies, the nations will be 
satisfied to relinquish their control and return to an automatic 
system. Ina word, the drift is unmistakably toward gradual 


elimination of the play of those natural forces resulting from 

private initiative in international commerce, investment, and 

finance which made the pre-war gold standard work as it 

did and toward greater governmental control of credit,

domestic and foreign, and a greater governmental manipula- 
tion of currencies themselves.”’ 

Under the pre-war gold standard exchange fluctuations in 
demand paper between nations were kept within the limits 
of a minor fraction of 1%, represented by the range of the 
gold points. 

In an anlaysis of the new gold pact published in the New 
York “Sun” on Oct. 13, Prof. Edwin W. Kemmerer of 
Princeton University stated: “The old-time, largely autom- 
matic and publicly known, adjustments are to be replaced 
by secret governmental manipulation through the operation 
of huge stabilization funds operated by the respective govern- 
ments and concerning which no accounting is to be given to 
the public. These operations will be ‘affected with tre- 
mendous interest’ and will probably be dictated largely by 
political considerations. The plan set up may be adminis- 
tered as a de facto gold standard, or as a commodity dollar 
standard, or as any other kind of a standard, so far as the 
terms of the agreement are concerned.”’ 

In the early days of the month there was some repatriation 
of Continental funds from both the London and the New York 
markets. There was some dehoarding of British notes held 
foreign interests and some liquidation of French-owned in- 
vestments in both London and New York which partly eased 
conditions in the Paris market, but such liquidation came 
almost to an end before the middle of the month, indicating 
that confidence in the French situation was by no means 
restored. 

There was an exceptionally heavy outflow of hoarded gold 
from the London market to New York, which toward the 
end of October reached approximately $100, 000,000. Fol- 
lowing conclusion of the gold agreement, sterling exchange 
declined rather sharply in terms of the dollar and sterling 
futures ruled at a discount. As a corollary to the fall in 
sterling American buyers were enabled to bid more for Lon- 
don gold, causing the price, which on Oct. 1 was 140s. 5d. 
to rise on Oct. 7 to 142s. On 16 occasions thereafter the 
price of gold in London was above 142s., the highest range 
since October, 1935 though well below the peak of 149s. 
reached in March, 1935. The fixed price of gold in New York 
had a controlling effect upon the price of the metal in London. 
On numerous occasions the dollar equivalent for gold in 
London ruled around $34.77, a differential which allowed gold 
to be taken from the London open market and sold in New 
York at a profit. This circumstance was largely responsible 
for the heavy movement of gold from London to New York. 

Throughout the month business and industrial conditions 
in Great Britain continued to display the characteristics of 
a boom. Money continued abundant and easy. The great 
gold-buying program of the Bank of England, which had 
been continuously manifest since Jan. 1 and especially since 
March 7 seemed to have come to an abrupt close following 





the conclusion of the tri-partite agreements, and the October 
statements of the Bank of England for the first time this 
year disclosed slight losses in gold holdings. 

Gold on offer in the London open market in October 
amounted to £13,765,000, compared with £8,449,000 in 
September. During the month the mean London check rate 
on Paris ranged between 104.76 and 105.54, compared with 
the September range (Poineare franc) of from 76.440 
to 76.995. The London open market gold price ranged be- 
tween 140s. 514d. on Oct. 1 and 142s. 1ld. on Oct. 12. The 
American official price for gold (Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York) continued at $35 an ounce. London open market 
money rates were steady throughout October. all money 
against bills was at 4%. Two- and three-months’ bills 
were 19-32%, four-months’ bills 21-32%, and six-months’ 
bills 11-16%. Sterling cable transfers sold on Oct. 1 at 
$4.93 1, @$4.9434 and on Oct. 31 at $4.8874@$4.88 15-16. 
The low for sterling was $4.88 13-16 on October 23, 26 and 
30, and the high was $4.9434 on Oct. 1.

In commenting on the foreign exchange situation during 
October, the Federal Reserve Bank of New York said in its 
“Monthly Review” for Nov. 1: 

“Reductions were effected during October in the gold 
value of the Italian lira and the Czechoslovakian koruna. 
By decree effective Oct. 5, the gold content of the lira was 
reduced 40.940%, which is almost precisely equal to the 
reduction of 40.938% in the gold content of the dollar at 
the end of January, 1934. As a result of this action, the 
lira’s former parity of 19 to the dollar was restored, and the 
lira was quoted in this market during the remainder of 
October at about 5.26% cents. The Italian Government 
reserved the right to readjust downward the gold content of 
its currency by an additional 10%. Measures were taken 


simultaneously to restrict speculation and to restrain a rise

from countries with depreciated currencies were abolished, 
and the system of private clearings was discontinued. 
Authority was given to the Minister of Finance to suspend 
exchange restrictions wholly or in part, and provision was 
made for possible future alterations in quotas. The system 
of foreign exchange restrictions has so far been retained, 
however, and Italian currency continues to be made avail- 
able to foreign tourists at a discount from the official ex- 
change rate. 

“In Czechoslovakia, legislation was enacted on Oct. 9 
authorizing the Government to reduce the gold content of 
the currency by from 13.3 to 18.7%. This action followed 
an initial devaluation of 16 2-3% in February, 1934, raising 
the total decrease in the koruna’s gold value to a range of 
27.75 to 32.23%. With the resumption of exchange trading 
on Oct. 10, the quotation for the Czechoslovakian koruna 
was established at a point midway between the upper and 
lower limits of devaluation. 
>. “The principal factors affecting the foreign exchange 
market during October were a heavy movement of funds 
to the former ay bloe countries during the first half of 
the month, and extensive British and continental buying 
of American securities. With the reopening of the Paris 
market on Oct. 2 trading in French francs was resumed at 
about 4.6614 cents per franc, and with the exception of a 
brief decline on Oct. 22, the rate remained at or only moder- 
ately below this level throughout the month. 

“Owing to the movement of funds from London to the 
Continent in the first half of the month, and to extensive 
buying of American securities by British investors and 
by European holders of sterling funds, the pound sterling 
showed a further recession during October.” 

Changes in the gold holdings of the Bank of England dur- 
ing October were as follows: For the week ended Oct. 7 a de- 
crease of £3,586, for first decrease since March 4, 1936; for 
the week ended Oct. 14 a decrease of £18,845; for the week 
ended Oct. 21 a decrease of £55,016, and for the week ended 
Oct. 28 a decrease of £21,844. The Bank’s total gold 
holdi on Oct. 28 stood at £249,655,408, which compared 
with "the all-time high of £249,754,699 on Sept. 30, 1936, 


with the minimum of £150,000,000 recommended by the 
Cunliffe committee, and with £136,880,252 in the Bank’s 
statement just prior to the suspension of gold in 1931. 











Details of the gold movement to and from the Port of 
New York were outlined as follows in the ‘‘Monthly Review” 
of the New York Federal Reserve Bank for Nov. 1: 

Gold imports into the United States were in large volume 
during the first week of October, due to the arrival of gold 
engaged in France and Holland before their restrictions on 
gold transactions went into effect, as well as to receipts from 
England. In the sueceeding week the amount imported 
declined considerably as the final shipments of gold arrived 
from Holland, and in the remaining part of the month the 
gold import movement into the United States was on a 
considerably smaller scale, being limited mostly to gold 
purchased in the London market and to gold coming from 
India and Canada. 

For the month of October as a whole, imports ting 
the monetary gold stock of the United States amounte 
to $184,000,000, of which $93,600,000 from France. $56,- 
700,000 from England, $12,700,000 from Holland, $11,600,- 
000 from Canada, $6,100,000 from India, $800,000 from 
Belgium, and $200,000 from Chile were received at New 
York, and on the West Coast $1,700,000,came from Aus- 
tralia and $500,000 from Hongkong. In addition to these 
imports, domestic newly mined and scrap gold continued 
to be received at the mints and assay offices in moderate 
volume. The effect of these additions of gold was only 
slightly offset by the net earmarking for foreign account at 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York of $7,000,000 of 
gold withdrawn from the monetary stock, so that the gold 
stock of this country rose by an amount close to $200,000,000 
during October. : 

Canadian exchange during October ranged from a discount 
of 1-64% to a premium of 4%. 


CONTINENTAL AND OTHER FOREIGN EXCHANGE 


The devaluation of the French france was discussed ex- 
tensively in this review for September, The gold agreement, 
which has a vital bearing on the French situation, is reviewed 
above in the discussion of sterling exchange. On October 2 
the Bank of France rediscount rate, which had been set at 
5% on Sept. 24, was reduced to 3%. The rate was again 
lowered on Oct. 8 to 24%% and on Oct. 15 to 2%. The re- 
ductions in the bank rate were made to bring about easier 
money and credit conditions but were not justified by any
